REPAIRS NEEDED. ON STATE CAPITOL. 


Roof and Dome Must Be Attended To 
or the Latter Will Fall In— 
Will Cost $80,000. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 9.—[{Special.]—Two 
years ago Secretary of State Hinrichsen 
called the attention of the General Assembiy 
to a serious condition of affairs respecting 
the Capitol Building. He said the roof of the 
building was decayed and rotten, so much so 
that the rain came through in places, to the 
destruction of the ceiling and the ruination 
of the walls. He wanted the Legislature to 
make an appropriation of 350,000 so the en- 
tire Capitol Building could be reroofed with 
copper. Phe Legislature took no heed of Mr. 
Hinrichsen's warning. 

Gov. Tanner realizes the force of Hinrich- 
sen’s communication. The roofing of the 
dome is in such a frightful condition that the 
rain pours into the foundations in streams. 
These foundations are being sapped and un- 
dermined, so much so that immediate steps 
must be taken to repair the injuries and roof 
the dome or the dome itself will topple over. 
This will cost the State $80,000, so Gov. Tan- 
ner says. It could have been dont for much 
less two years ago. 

Committees of the House and Senate are 
making inquiries into the condition of the 
Capitol Building and the matter will be laid 
before the Legislature at no distant day. 
»An appropriation necessary to insure the 
safety of the building will be asked. 

It is understood also that an appropriation 
will be granted to refit and refurnish the 
executive mansion, The house, when it was 
built fifty years ago or thereabouts, was 
considered the most elegant mansion in 1111 
nois. It was undoubtedly quite up to date 
for those times. It needs repainting, re- 
modeling, and refurnisbing. A committee 
of the House has been looking through the 
building and will make recommendations re-

Now during that time the 
gentlemen composing that bench don’t read 
the records in any case. On the contrary, 
such is the mass of work imposed upon them, 
that they go to their homes with cases par- 
celed out to tach individual Judge, and the 
individual Judge reads the record, writes the 
opinion, and at the next March term he 
brings in that opinion, with possibly a hun- 
dred other opinions. They are read through 
rapidly, the court puts its O. K. on each 
Opinion, and they go out. . 


Opinions of Individual Judges. 


But in reality, instead of being the opin- 
ion ot the bench, they are the opinion of the 
individual man who wrote the opinion. Itis 
not an uncommon thing to find two opinions 
upon the same point handed down at the 
same term of court directly in conflict with 
each other. The court is on wheels a large 
part of the time. The records, much of the 
time, are being shipped over the State. 

The object of consolidation is to get the 
seven Judges together at some one place so 
that when a case is brought before them it 
may at once be taken up; that all the Judges 
may at once proceed, as in the United States 
2 Court, to consider the case together 
and give each other the benefit of their opin- 
ions, decide the ease, then instruct one 
of the Judges to write the opinion. With 
such a practice the opinion will be the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court of Illinois and not 
the opinion of one Judge.“

GEN. AMES ATTEMPTS 10 EXPLAIN. 


Says He Had No Wish to Offend in His 
Speech to the Leyal Le- 
ion. 


New York, Feb. 9.—(Special.]—Hereafter 
speakers who are invited to address the New 
York Commandery of the Loyal Legion will 
have to solemnly. promise to deliver only 
such remarks as have been approved by 
the official-censor of the organization. It 
was because Maj.-Gen. Ames did not obey 
the request of the censor that all the trouble 
in the legion was stirred up by his recent 
speech in regard to the capture of Fort 
Fisher. 

When Maj.-Gen. Ames was invited as the 
guest of honor to the recent banquet of the 
legion, which was held at Delmonico’s a 
week ago, he was also invited to send an 
advance copy of his speech to the censor of 
the commandery, according to the custom of 
the organization, which he did. The censors 
read Ames’ speech and decided that it would 
never do to allow it to be delivered as it was 
written. It contained altogether too many 
passages which might be taken as reflecting

raises than because of its own intrinsic 
merits. Nine out of every ten persohs eulo- 
gize it arid its effect. 

There are, however, exceptions. Estab- 
lished church dignitaries almost invariably 
adopt society’s views, as, to a certain ex- 
tent, they are society men themselves, Non- 
conformists, representing the Puritan side 
of English life, do not indorse the views of 
society. 

It is easy to quote opinions for and against, 
but I will content myself with giving a cou- 
ple of typical instances of the latter. 

The Rev. Hugh Price Hughes said to me 
today: “I quite understand the protest 
against the Bradley Martin ball. We are 
suffering from precisely similar evils. In 
the West End of London the contrast be- 
tween the awful suffering of many of the 
poor and the boundless extravagance of 
many of the owners of wealth is most pain- 
ful and demoralizing to all. 

“One of the most painful social features 
of the present day is the way in which per- 
sons of great wealth seem to be vying with 
one another in mere useless extravagance. 
It is no longer pride of birth or rank, but 
a vulgar desire to indulge in absurd and 
useless extravagance.” 

Same Thing in the West End. 

The Rev. Charles Berry declared that the 
same thing now complained of was going on 
night after night in the West End of London, 
only it was done with more secrecy. The 
idea that these extravagant functions tend 
to distribute superfluous wealth is a super- 
ficial fallacy. 

Finally, I append extracts from an inter- 
esting article in the World today, which 
fairly represents the views of the high En- 
glish society: 

„From the outery which has just given 
anticipatory fame to a projected fancy dress 
ball in New York it is evident that the way 
of the millionaire is as hard as that of the 
transgressor of other varieties, even in a 
land in which he is supposed to reign su- 
preme. 

‘* Possibly the contemplated offense in this 
particular case may have acquired added 
enormity in the eyes of its denouncers from 
the knowledge that the ball in question was 
designed to illustrate the most brilliant 
period in the court history of old-time 
European monarchy.

grounds they have held themselves entitled 
to treat the prospective host and hostess in 
this case too irritating but, happily, ineffect- 
ual persecution. 

It is quite as likely as not that the same 
cry will be heard in connection with some of 
the more elaborate of the festivities by 
which the great event of the present year 
will be honored. For this reason it may 
not be superfluous to call attention once 
more, for the thousandth time, to ‘its

, argue base ingrati- 
tude to cavil at this 
late hour at the 
methods of an ac- 
tress who has done 

so much to popularize Sardou with the 
American public. We are assured that 
Davenport and Sardou are parted forever, 
and that the talented actress never again 
will set the candles at the head and feet of 
murdered Scarpia. If this really is the case 
there is little need for breaking in upon the 
general rejoicing with any ill-considered or 
ill-natured comments. It might be said, of 
course, that Fanny Davenport has begun to 
recognize her Umitations, and since Bern- 
hardt has given us visions of what La 
Tosca can be made, it is unnecessary to 
draw the public to witness the Anglicised 
‘and, it must be said, vulgarized edition. 

Yet since La Tosca is a great play, and 
since Fedora and Gismonda are both 
quantities which must be dealt with in reck- | 
oning up the sum total of modern dramatic 
successes, it would be highly improper not 
to recognize the service which Fanny Daven- 
port has done the American public in mak- 
ing them thoroughly conversant with the 
best works of Sardou. And we arethe more 
inclined to offer her the tribute of this grate- 
ful recognition when we are told that she 
is about to retire from the fleld as far as 
the interpretation of the French dramatist 
is concerned. 


Takes a Fortunate Step. 

Frankly speaking, she could take no more 
fortunate step. 

“We needs must love the highest when we 
see it,“ said Queen Guinevere many years 
ago, and now that we have seen Bern- 
hardt's “ La Tosca we never want to see 
any other. The American actress has power 
and cleverness, but she is a low comedian 
compared to the divine Sarah. 

I suppose she must have played La 
Tosca long before she ever saw Bern- 
hardt in the part, yet her manner of acting 
the part is nothing more or less than a cari- 
cature of the great French exponent. Of 
that exquisite quality of tone she has noth- 
ing whatever. Possibly she is not altogether 
responsible for the fact that the English 
version is absolutely devoid of the poetry 
and romance of the original. Sardou's long 
and often tiresome bits of dialogue, espe- 
clally in the earlier acts, are only made pos- 
sible by his beautiful command of language, 
and also by the musical voice of his great 
interpreter. In English the poetic rhythm 
has been lost in the translating, and the 
voice of Bernhardt is not heard: so that the 
play takes on a strangely vulgar and unin- 
teresting aspect; we come, in fact, too near 
the picture to appreciate its good qualities. 


Macdowell a Good Scarpia. 


Mr. Melbourne Macdowell makes a good 
Scarpia, but as for the rest of the company 
} can only say that it never has been my 
lot to hear a number of men and women 
on the stage read their lines with such an 
absolute want of intelligence. If they had 
been repeating dialogue in a tongue to which 
they were complete strangers they could not 
have attained a more perfect measure of 
stupidity. 

Even Mr. Macdowell, whose stage presence 
is good and whose method is commanding, 
has occaslonal lapses into this extraordinary 
evenness of intonation which ignores the 
difference between affirmation and negation, 
anger and pleasure, surprise and expectancy, 
or, in fact, any other kind of emotion. 

“La Tosca is a good play, but I would 
rather see four hours of Olga Nethersole in 
Camille“ than an get of this Americanized 
diva so far removed from the spirit of 
Sardou.

POPE LBO GRANTS A DISPENSATION. 


Baron von Ketteler Will Be Allowed 
to Marry Mrs. Ledyard in the 
Cathedral at Detroit. ' 


Detroit, Mich., Feb. 9.—[{Special.]—A spe- 
cial dispensation has been granted by Pope 
Leo XIII. in order that Baron von Ketteler, 
German Ambassador to Mexico, may be 
married to Miss Ledyard, the daughter of 
Henry B. Ledyard, President of the Mich- 
igan Central railroad, in 8S. Peter and 
Paul’s Roman Catholic Church in this city 
Feb. 24, Miss Ledyard being a Protestant 
and Baron von Ketteler a devout Catholic. 
The Rev. Father Baumgartner, secretary of 
Bishop Foley, said: It isa verx rare hap- 
pening in the Catholic Church for a Prot- 
estant to be united to a Catholic in a church 
wedding, and I do not think it ever took 
place in this diocese before. A Catholicmay 
be married to a non-Catholic in any place 
but the church, but to be married there 
the sanction of the Pope is absolutely neces- 
sary. This dispensation was secured through 
Bishop Foley, who communicated with 
Archbishop Martinelli. It is granted in ac- 
cordance with standing decrees of the 
church, but requires great influence to ob- 
tain the privilege.

Military men in the majority consider 
themselves obliged to observe a natural re- 
serve, but they do not conceal that they con- 
sider Weyler a political and military failure, 
and the principal obstacle to the success of 
Canovas’ reform policy for the pacification 
of the island by home rule, as even the mili- 
tary men admit that to carry out the reform 
by force of arms would require much time 
and great sacrifices of men and money. In 
military clubs and in Madrid salons Marshals 
and Generals don’t conceal their belief that 
Weyler will be recalled directly. Circum- 
stancés allow the government to do so with- 
out seeming to give way to the clamor of the 
Madrid press or opposition. Only some 
striking success of Weyler could oblige the 
government to keep him in Cuba some time, 
and it would increase the difficulties the 
Cabinet encounters both in Cuba and Spain. 
Weyler is also the principal obstacle to the 
settlement of many American reclamations, 
like the Competitor case, and American citi- 
zens’ claims for undue or prolonged impris- 
onment, recently pressed by Olney and Tay- 
lor in rather sharp dispatches. 

Other foreign powers, chiefly France and 
England, ‘also recently made strong repre- 
sentations against the treatment of their 
subject ahd to property of same in several 
provinces of Cuba, demanding release and 
compensation. ‘ 


CAMPOS Is WILLING TO RETURN. 


Expresses a Readiness to Resume Com- 
mand in Cuba if He Can Con- 
tribute to the End.

Havana, via Key West, Fla., Feb. 9.—The 
various reports and statements of Captain- 
Seneral Weyler announcing the pacification 
ot the Province of Pinar del Rio und the al- 
most complete 9 cai of the insur- 
gents in that part of the island are far from 
being borne out by facts. The iasurgent 
forces in Pinar del Rio seem better off, more 


thoroughly equipped and discipiined, than 


at any previous stage of the campaign. In 
support of this assertion the following state- 
ments have been gathered from the most 
reliable sources: 

In the neighborhood of Catalina und Las 


Cuevas are the insurgent leaders Varona 


Rivera and Luis Perez, with about 1,200 men, 
well armed and having plenty of ammuni- 
tion, though poorly clad. In the zone of 
Jaucia and Mula is the insurgent leader 
Lazo with 600 men. Lazo is wounded in 
both arms. In the districts of Bayas, Riv 
cel Medio, Mafignacos, Pena Blanca, and 
Pan de Azucar are various groups of insur- 
gents with a total of over 500 men under 
Videl Ducasi. At the heights of Goberna- 
dora and the Sierra del Rosario the insur- 
rents are under the command of 1 
Ruis Rivera and the leaders José Manuel 
Barrio and Perico Delgado. They consist of 
infantry and some cavalry, estimated to 
number about 800 men, At Soroa is a force 
of insurgents: under Antonio Nunez. Nun- 
ez, however, is also said to be wounded, 

At the Loma heights is the Torro Ber- 
mudaz band and at Bayate and in the dis- 
trict of Punta Brava are the insurgents un- 
der Garraga and Lucas Martinez. The in- 
surgent leader Federico Nunez is at Las 
Mangas, and near Arabia la Cariota and 
Artemisa are insurgent forces under Lorau 
These forces alone, those of the known 
leaders of the insurgents in the field, are 
estimated to number about 5,000 men, and 
yet the Captain-General claims that Pinar 
del Rio is paeifled.“ 


INSURGENTS ROUTED WITH BIG LOSS. 


Driven from Their Positions, Fifty 
Men Are Killed by the 
Spaniards. 


Havana, Feb, 9.—Col. Arjona, returning to 
Clego de Avila after raising the siege of 
Arroyo Blanco, has had another severe en- 
gagement with the enemy at Juan Criolle, 
driving the insurgents from their positions 
and inflicting upon them a loss of over fifty 
men. The troops had one man killed apd 
thirteen wounded. 


LEE GROWS RESTIYE IN HAVANA, | 


Rumors Are Multiplying That He and 
Olmey Are Playing at Cross 
Purposes. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Rumors are multiplying here that all is not 
well between the State Department and 
Consul-General Lee. Some of the Cuban 
people say if the administration were not 
so near its end Lee would certainly be re- 
called. Intimations have been conveyed 
to members of the Foreign committees in 
both Senate and House that Consul-General 
Lee at Havana has been so impressed with 
the situation of affairs in Cuba as to have 
felt impelled to send to the State Depart- 
ment a series of vigorous letters and some 
verbal messages protesting against the poli- 
cy of inaction to which the administration 
has condemned itself. He is said to have 
informed Secretary Olney with a soldier's 
bluntness that Weyler’s campaign is a dis- 
grace to a civilized country in that he not 
only does not precipitate a battle, but ap- 
parently avoids any conflict with the rebels. 
It is understood that Secretary Olney is now 
in possession of an official declaration from 
Gen. Lee both as a consular officer and as 
u military critic that the insurgents are cer- 
tain to succeed. Intimations have been con- 
veyed to members of Congress that if means 
could be devised to secure the publication 
of these reports from Gen. Lee the result 
would be startling. 

Cubans arriving here from Havana say 
that the Virginia General's patience is rap- 
idly being exhausted, and that in private 
conversation he intimates that he may fur- 
nish a sensation before the close of the 
present administration, having become con- 
vinced that American interests in Cuba are 
being utterly destroyed through the passive 
policygimposed on Secretary Olney by the 
President. It is further said that if Consul- 
General Lee is removed promptly at the be- 
ginning of the next administration his first 
visit will be to Washihgton to convey to 
President McKinley a verbal report of the 
horrors of Spanish warfare, which the rules 
of the State Department and the policy of 
the present administration have prevented 
him from writing fully. It would surprise 
no one here if Lee should kick over the 
traces at any time. 


MR. CLEVELAND 10 BELT THE GLOBE. 


Announced by a Railroad Agent That 
the Trip Will Be Made Very 
Shortly. 


Toledo, O., Feb. 9.—A passenger agent of 
the Canadian Pacific, now in this city, is 
authority for the statement that President 
Cleveland will take a trip around the world 
immediately after the inauguration of his 
successor. The President and his party will 
go to the coast over the CanadianPacific 
road, and Division Passenger Agent Sheehy 
of that line will conduct the party in person. 
It is the desire of the President to start as 
soon as possible after the inauguration of 
President-elect McKinley. He desires to 
avoid public functions as much as possible. 

Private Secretary Thurber and several 
members of President Cleveland's Cabinet 
are expected to accompany his Excellency. 
Mrs. Cleveland and the children may accom- 
pany the party. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—Private Sec- 
retary Thurber refused tonight officially to 
confirm or deny the statement. He pre- 
ferred, he said, to await the publication of 
the story before making any announcement 
regarding it. 


FINDS HUMAN BONES IN THE SAND.

“Spain will not grant any real reform. 
She has no good will towards Cuba or the 
Cuban people. She nevor had. We no long- 
er ask concessions from her. Even were 
Spain’s proposals bona-fide nothing could 
' tempt us to treat with her. 

We a are for liberty, not for Spanish re- 
form. We are for Cuba, not for Spain. [am 
disgusted with this talk of reform. Does 
Spain think we have forgotten the lessen of 
the past; does she think we will be ready to 
treat with her för a portion when the whole 
is within our reach?.. : 


Want Nothing from Spain. 

We want nothing from Spain—Cuba 
hates Spain. We would not accept ‘home 
rule,“ with 4 Spanish Captain-General. We 
want nothing from Spain. Wedo not want 
her Captain-General nor her glory—if she 
have any remaining—nor.her care.“ 

Do you believe the United States is ren- 
dering aid to Spain?” 

“That is a delicate question. I hope not. 
Still, 2 is certain that the United States has 
not béen our ally. It is certain that Cuban 
leaders in the United States have been ar- 
rested and imprisoned because they were 
suspected of buying and shipping arms, 
which is not a crime as I understand it. If 
the government at Washington owes any- 
thing to the cause of liberty; if it favors the 
struggle for freedom now going on here, it 
has not shown it even by so much as an ex- 
pression of sympathy. 


Pleased with Sherman. 


“TI believe that President McKinley will 
inquire into the condition of affairs in this 
island, and will be willing to accord us such 
rights as the laws of nations and the dictates 
of humanity demand: I am pleased with the 
selection of Mr. Sherman as Secretary of 
State. All who know him in Cuba are 
pleased with all they know abcut him. 

I. informed the Cuban commander that 
it had been intimated that the junta in the 
United States was not working in entire ac- 
cord with the army in the field. 

Lou may brand that as a falsehood,”’ re- 
plied Gen. Gomez, with much emphasis. 
This fact I think is a most potent rebuttal 
of the Spanish statement that we are unfit 
for self-government.” 

Gen. Gomez.was then asked what he con- 
sidered the strength of the rebel army. .He 
replied: 

“ We have at present registered a total of 
41,305 men in all the provinces. There are 
$16 commissioned officers, and of these about 
twenty-five are in the United States or else- 
where abroad.“ 


Distributed Over the Island. 


“The force is divided in gound numbers 
about as follows: In Santiago are 9,000 men 
in three distinct divisions: in Puerto Prin- 
cipe there are 11,500, of which 3,000 or over 
are cavalry, Of this 11,500 more than half 
belong to my immediate command, and per- 
haps will shortly be in Las Vilas. In Las 
Vilas are 6,500, nearly all cavalry; in Ma- 
tanzas are About as many more, in Havana 
2,800, and it Pinar del Rio 5,000. The forces 
‘in Matanzas, Havana, and Pinar del Rio 
consist mostly of infantry. As for arms 
we have twenty-nine cannon of all kinds. 
The total number of rifles in our possession 
is not more than 25,000.“ 6 


Dislike for Weyler. 


Could you materially increase the size 
of your army if you had plenty of arms and 
ammunition?” 

I could march into the Province of Ha- 
vana with 75,000 men in a month,“ repiied 
Gen, Gomes, and that would mean the al- 
most immediate freedom of Cuba, for o 
Cuban is as good as two Spaniards.e More 
than that, I am convinced that with 50,000 
men properly armed and equipped and sup- 
ported by artillery the Spanish army could 
be driven from Cuba within three months.” 

Gen. Gomez was then asked for his opinion 
of Weyler. Lifting his right hand, he said: 
“All the world knows my opinion of that 
man. He ig not a soldier like Campos: he is 
not a man like Campos; he has not whipped 
the Cuban army of liberation, and he can- 
not. What he can do is to burn the cabins 
of the poor and take the flour from the 
mouths of peasants and wound the wives 
and sisters and sweethearts of the soldiers. 

“He knows that the people of Cuba are 
fighting this war against Spain, and he knows 
that the women, yes, and even the children, 
pray to God frem the bottom of theirthearts 
for the sut¢cess of our cause. If Weyler 
was a true soldier [ would respect him, 
though he opposed us. If his troops were 
true soldiers I would respect them, even 
though they came to hold Cuba in chains. 

Spaniards Are Butchers. 

But Weyler is not a soldier, nor are his 
mén. They are here to butcher, desecrate, 
and destroy. They think the people of Cuba 
are a lot of beasts whom they must extermi- 
nate, it matters not how. But how mistaken 
they are! ä 

They may burn our homes, destroy our 
churches, mutilate our dead, and even vio- 
late our women, but they cannot extinguish 
the fire of liberty in our hearts or quench the 
determination that is there to obtain it. 

‘Cuba may bleed and weep and burn, but 
God is with us, and the right will come at 
last. Weyler may carry on his butcherfes, 
but ximo Gomez will continue to fight 
Spain and her armies without the shedding 
of innocent ＋ in the name of freedem.“

The dissolution; it is Claimed, was due to 


price cutting. The owners of an Eastern 
Pennsylvania plant, it is claimed, learned 
that another Eastern firm sold under the 
pool price. Securing what they thought was 
proof of the rate cutting they immediately 
served notice on the pool they would with- 
draw. 

A meeting was called for yesterday, when 
the collapse came, it being impossible to con- 
— the organization without all the mem- 

ers. 

It is claimed that rails have been sold in 
the East at $20 per ton at the works. An- 
other reason which added to the trouble of 
the railmakers was the enormous demands 
made by outside steel makers, who threat- 
ened to go into the rail business. Among 
these were the Ohio Steel company at 
Youngstown and the Tom Johnson Steel 
company at Lorain. 

The breaking of the association so early in 
the year gives a free field to all who want to 
go into the rail business. Concerns like the 
Ohio Steel company and the Johnson Steel 
company will now likely take active steps 
in that direction. 

One result of the disruption of the rail as- 
sociation may be higher prices for billets, 
This, of course, will follow if the low price 
of rails stimulates buying. When there isa 
dull market for rails many railmakers run 
on billets. The disruption of the pool will be 
a benefit all around to the ore and coke men 
and to pig fron manufacturers. It is be- 
Heved the prices of rails will range between 
$20 and $21 in Pittsburg and from $21 to $22 
West. The association has always kept 
prices close to the European market. 

Owing to the light demand for rails last 
year the railmakers reduced the price in 
December from $28 to $25 per ton in Pitts- 
burg, with the hope of inducing the railroad 
companies to buy. The reduction did not 
bring the railroad officials into the market, 
and the continued decline of the prices of 
raw materials enabled the manufatturers 
to make further concessions in prices in or- 
der to get trade. 

The production last year was abnormally 
low, and it is probable that the action of the 
manufacturers in dissolving the pool will 
greatly increase the production this year. 

The collapse means a great deal to the rall- 
roads of the country and to all lines of busi- 
ness incidentally. Improvements that have 
been hung up for some time, and much need- 
ed renewal of old tracks, etc., will now like- 
ly be made. If the railroads buy as ex- 
pected the move will furnish employment to 
a large force of men all over the country. 
Rails are now quoted at $24 in Europe, and 
the American price will be considerably un- 
der it. 


TOBACCO MEN DENY THERE IS A TRUST 


Secretary of the Lorillard Company 
Explains About the Chicago 
Meeting. 


New York, Feb. 9.—[{Special.]}—A dispatch 
from Detroit, Mich., says that a plug to- 
bacco trust is now being formed for the 
purpese of controlling the entire plug tobac- 
co product of this country, The P. Lorillard 
company is said to beethe organizer of the 
movement. Wilson & McCully, John Finzer, 


& Bros., Liggett & Myers, and the J. T. 


Drummond Tobacco company, it is alleged, 
have signed the agreement. 

Ethan Allen, the Secretary of the P. Loril- 
lard company, emphatically denied the story 
tonight. 

It is so absurd,“ he said, that it is hard- 
ly worth discussing seriously. It originaied 
from the fact of a meeting that was held in 
Chicago on the 19th of last month between 
the Western Grocers’ Asscciation and the 
representatives of half a dozen leading to- 
bacco manufacturers. 

The cause of the meeting was simply 
because some manufacturers sell the re- 
tail trade at prices which leave no margin 
I represented 
the P. Lorillard company at the meeting. 
Nothing that possibly could be construed as 


even a combination to regulate prices was 


so much as suggested.. We merely agreed 


that the wholesale trade was entitled to a 
little more protection than we have been 


giving it. 
“The only associations existing among 


plug tobacco manufacturers are trade-mark 


associations. Their only cbject is to pre- 


vent expensive litigation and to settle by 
arbitration the disputes over infringement 
of trade-mark rights, which are constantly 
arising between manufacturers.“ 


In a telegram from Detroit, Owen Scothen, 
business manager of the Scothen-Hiawatha 
tobacco works, one of the largest estab- 
lishments in the country, also denies know]l- 
edge of any combination or trust. 


CHICAGO GROCERS OUT OF THE TRUST. 


R. A. Keyes Says They Have Declined 
Participation in the Combine to 
Control Tobacco Market. 


R. A. Keyes of Franklin MacVeagh & Co., 
speaking yesterday of the formation of a 
trust te control plug tobacco, as described in 
THE TRIBUNE, said: 

** None of the wholesale grocers of Chicago 
belongs and none attended the meeting held 
here in January to discuss the best method 
of securing the combine, but I had several 
friends who took part in the proceedings and 
kept me informed, and I understood at the 
time some of the details. 

Just what the position of the jobbers of 
Chicago will be it is difficult to say. They 
handle, of course, large quantities of plug 
tobacco, and the State grocers might find it 
hard to ignore them. I am sure I speak for 
all, however, when I say they are opposed 
to trusts or to regulating prices by agree- 
ment. They believe in open, manly compe- 
tition, and while I do not know, and no one 
has talked of such a contingency, it seems 
possible the grocers here might find it to 
their advantage to start a plug tgbacco 
factory of their own if the trust should press 
them unduly. 

I domot think any Chicago man has had 
anything to do with the drafting of the 
agreement. It was, I believe, managed sole- 
ly fromthe interior of the State. 

After the meeting was over and the 
members of the association had separated I 
received a letter concerning the proposed 
agreement, outlining it and asking me what 
I thought of its terms. I never replied to it, 
and so I have not been informed of the later 
movements in the matter.“ 

John McNeill of the McNeil & Higgins com- 
pany had not heard of the agreement until 
he read its text in THE TRIBUNE yesterday. 
H. N. May and John A. Tolman likewise 
knew nothing definite on the subject.

DANVILLE, ILL., LIKELY TO GET A 
BRANCH SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Favorable Report by the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs for the 
Location of the Institution in Ver- 
milion County—Would Cost $300,- 
000, of Which $200,000 Could Be Ex- 
pended Economically This Year— 
Accommodation for 2,500 Inmates. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Uncle Joe Cannon put in some good licks 
for Danville, III., before the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs today and the effect 


Was soon apparent in a favorable report ona 


bill providing for the location and erection 
of a branch soldiers’ home in Vermilion 
County. | 

In coming to this conclusion the commit- 
tee said: Branch homes have recently been 
erected at San Monica, Cal., and Marion, 
Ind., but even with these additions the 
national homes for disabled volunteer Union 
soldiers and sallors have never been of 
sufficient capacity to accommodate those 
who are entitled to admission. Many sol- 
diers have been turned away because lack 
of accommodations forbade their admission, 
and all branch homes have been overcrowded 
in the endeavor to admit those whom it 
seemed impossible to turn away with due 
regard to ordinary humanity and the object 
for which the homes were established. Con- 
gress has from time to time increased the 
capacity of the several branch homes until 
now it is impossible to further increase the 
capacity unless complete additions are made 
to them, which would cost as much as the 
construction of an additional branch home. 
It is absolutely necessary that additional 
accommodations be provided for those ex- 
soldiers who are entitled to relief if the Board 
of Managers is to meet the obligations rest- 
ing upon it. ‘ 

„ Another branch can be constructed for 
$300,000 that will accommodate 2,500 in- 
mates. If this is authorized and the money 
made immediately available $200,000 can be 
economically expended by December 7, 1807, 
and accommodations furnished 1,600 inmates. 
During the succeeding season $100,000 will 
furnish accommodations for 900 additional 
inmates. In the opinion of the committee the 
public sentiment of this country demands 
that proper and adequate provision be made 
for the care and comfort of the volunteer 
soldiers and sailors of the Union who are no 
longer able to care for themselves. 

“ After inquiry we are of the opinion that 
the provision in the pending bill locating the 
proposed branch home in Vermilion County, 
Ill., is appropriate and proper. This pro- 
posed location is near the center of the ex- 
soldier population of the Mississippk Valley. 
It is in substantially the same latitude as the 
Soldiers’ Home at Dayton, O., as well as in 
the center of the best coal field in the West 
and the center of a great agricultural region, 
and the subsistence and maintenance of a 
branch soldiers’ home in the vicinity doubt- 
less can and would be had at a minimum of 
expense. It has a first-class water supply 
and sanitary sewerage with all modern im- 
provements of a well regulated city. Fur- 
thermore it is a railway Center whence are 
thoroughly reached the States of Indiana, 
Tilinois, Missouri, and Iowa.“ 

Representative Cannon does not propose 
to let the grass grow under his feet by delay- 
ing the passage of this bill and he will see to 
it that an opportunity is afforded both 
Houses of Congress to say whether or not the 
necessary legislation shall be enacted before 
the close of the Fifty-fourth Congress. 
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Nevada people have gone to considerable 
trouble and expense to testify officially their 
devotion to the cause of the free coinage of 
silver. For years there has-been only one 
party in the State to all intents and purposes. 

The three Representatives of the State, 
Jones and Stewart in the Senate and New- 
lands in the House, all are non-residents. 
Bash one had a mining residence in Nevada, 
but they have all lived in Washington for 
many years, and only go out to their rotten 
borough at election time. They were all 
originally Republicans. but joined the silver 

arty which then had an existence only in 
* years ago. 

Newlands was elected to the Fifty-third 
Congress distinctly as a silver man., Stewart 
thereupon withdrew from the Republican 
fold, and was followed later on by Jones. 

John P. Jones has been in the Senate since 
1873, and he was recently re@lected for the 
term which concludes in 1908, so that if he 
lives he will have been in the Senate for 
thirty years. When his credentials were 
presented today there was a general craning 
of necks, because it was understood that the 
official paper Was a remarkable instance of 
the fanatical craze for silver in Nevada. 
The credentials were printed in silver let- 
ters, the great seal of the State was em- 
bossed on silver paper instead of gold or red 
or blue, and the signatures of Gov. Stadler 
and the Secretary of State was also written 
in shining silver ink. 

The two Senators and the Representative 
from Nevada are particularly proud of the 
fact that no one but a silver man can be 
elected to any office at all out there, and they 
go along serenely indifferent to the fact that 
the State is steadily losing in population. 
In fact they glory in this, for the fewer votes 
there are in Nevada the easier it will be for 
the non-residents to represent their rotten 


borough in Congress. 
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In the House today Mr. Wood (Rep., III.) 
called up the bill to pension Rachael Pat- 
ton, the widow of John H. Patton, of the 
Seventh Illinois, which was vetoed by the 
President, and moved that it be passed over 
the veto. 4 

Mr. Wood spoke in favor of his motion, 
and Mr. Erdman (Dem., Pa.) against it. Mr. 
Cummings (Dem., N. Y.), in concluding a 
speech in favor of passing the bill over the 
veto said amid a round ofapplause: I know 
not how other men may feel about it, but as 
for me I prefer to stand by the precedent 
made by Andrew Jackson than to follow 
oe ae sought to be made by Grover Cleve- 
land.”’ ä 

The bill was pessed over the veto, 137 to 60.

By a vote of 217 to 33 the conference re- 
port on the immigration bill has passed the 
House, thus making the third time that the 
measure has recgived an‘affirmative vote in 
one shape or another. 

The conference report is nearer to the 
original House bill than that which preceded 
it, and while the main principle of exclud- 
ing illiterate immigrants has been retained 
the modifications have been such as to re- 
duce the opposition in the House, and prob- 
ably to make the bill easy of passage in the 
Senate. In addition to that it is believed the 
measure in its present form will receive the 
approval of President Cleveland, while the 
last conference report is generally under- 
meer to have been distasteful to the Presi- 

ent. 

In the form in which the immigraticn meas- 
ure was adopted by the House today no im- 
migrant will be allowed to come into this 
country who cannot read and write in some 
language. No restriction is placed upon 
the language he chooses for the test. A resi- 
dent of Hungary can submit for his examina- 
tion a section of the Constitution of the 
United States neatly rendered into irre- 
proachable Chinese or Choctaw, but he must 
be able to read and write in something be- 
sides shorthand and Volapuk. 

This change was agreed upon to meei a 
rather finely drawn objection that the law 
might exclude immigrants who could read 
and write in a dialect not properly the lan- 
guage of their native country. The confer- 
ence report adopted today also meets the ob- 
jection as to separating men from their 
wives. If approved by the President the new 
law will require the man to be able to read 
and write, but he may bring with him his 11 
literate wife, parents, or grandparents, pro- 
vided he is willing to support them. 

The section intended to prevent the periodic 
migration of Canadians and Mexicans across 
the border is retained in the new form of the 
law with one verbal modification. These 
birds of passage are excluded from coming 
regularly or habitually into the United States 


features, provided the policy of excluding 
illiterate immigrants is to be followed at 
all. The small vote against the bill would 
have been even smaller had not some people 
insisted on calling the yeas and nays, and 
thereby forced a few members coming from 
heavy foreign @istricts to put themselves 
on record against the bill solely for politica 
reasons. | 


Congressman Murray of South Carolina, 


who is the solitary repregentative of the Af- 
rican race in the American Congress, must 
have taken all his colored brethren into his 
confidence as to his tntentions regarding the 
electoral count tomorrow.

There does not seem to be much opposition 
from the Southern States in regard to the 
existing condition of affairs, but from the 
North and West every mail brings a big 
bundle of petitions backing up “ Brother 
Murray.“ It may be a disappointment to 
some of those who have been instrumental in 
procuring these petitions to learn that Con- 
gressman Murray has abandoned his inten- 
tion of making a scene during the progress 
of the electoral count tomorrow and that his- 
torical “ coon will continue to be concealed 
in the wood pile.“

Matters at the Milwaukee branch of the 
United States National Homes for Disabled 
Volunteers of the Rebellion are discussed at 
length in a communtcation sent to Congress 
today by the Inspector-General of the Army. 
According to this statement the receipts and 
disbursements for the last fiscal year were 
$525,047, the expenditures being 3483. 000. 
There was $281,000 rece[Ved on account of the 
general fund, of which $270,625- was from 
appropriations by Congress and $11,275 from 
sales and other sources. 

Among the new structurts erected were 
a headquarters building and Quartermas- 
ter’s and c@mmissary storehouses, costing 
513,800. No improvements are contemplated 
or authorized for the present fiscal year, but 
there will be needed during 1808 an addition- 
al electric light plant at $9,500; two water 


Bube boilers at $12,000, and improvement of 


the hospital building, $6,000. 

During the year payments to 2,238 inmates 
of the home aggregated $280,716, the average 
payment to each person during the closing 
quarter of the fiscal year being $31.66. Of 
those ehjoying the benefits of the home fully 
one-tenth have balances to their credit, in 
sums ranging from $1,000 to $100. 

One of the features of the Milwaukee home 
is the Keeley League., which has a member- 
ship of 252. During the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1896, its gain in membership was 
61 who took the cure for the first time, 34a 
second time, and48athird time. During the 
same period the loss was 88, of whom 28 re- 
lapsed. Taking the cure the first time cost 
a member of the league $23.75, which in- 
cluded’ medicine, lodge and club dues, and 
injtiation fees. 

On the farm, which embraces 150 acres, 
there are 22 horses, 62 cows, 18 calves, and 
19 lambs, valued at $4,197, and the products 
of the farm during the year were valued at 
$8,843. Of this sum $3,088 was derived from 
the sale of 30,469 gallons of milk furnished 
by the cows belonging to the home. It has 
been found that the farm land is not adapted 
to the growth of potatoes, but cabbage, hay, 
and other articles are raised continually and 
of good quality.

STILL TRYING TO AMEND THE TREATY. 


Senators Spend Another Day in Exec- 
utive Session Discussing Gen- 
eral Arbitration. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—The most im- 
portant developments concerning the con- 
sideration of the arbitration treaty by the 
Senate in executive session today were the 
offering of an amendment by Senator Mor- 
gan providing for the abrogation of ‘the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and the speech by 
the same Senator in favor of this proposition. 
Senator Morgan declared that the condi- 
tions which called forth the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty had long passed away. It was no 
longer binding on either nation nor was it 
of any use or value to this Nation, though 
it might be or great importance to Great 
Britain in case the Nicaragua Canal was 
constructed. 

Another important an endment was of- 
fered by Senator Bacon of Georgia. It pro- 
vides for a modification of Art. 8 so as to re- 
lieve the Southern States from any obliga- 
tions that might arise under the bonds I!s- 
sued in the reconstruction days. The amend- 
ment was the result of a conferenq among 
the Southern Senators, who conclude that 
the article as it now stands might render it 
posisble to make these bonds, when held by 
subjects of Great Britain, the object of arbi- 
traton. 

A number of amendments have been pre- 
pared which will be offered in the course of 
the debate. Among them is one directing 
that all subjects of arbitration must first be 
submitted to the’ President and the Senate 
before being sent to the tribunal provided 
for in the treaty. Another excepts from 
matters subject to the treaty the Alaskan 
boundary dispute, also any controversy as 
to the boundary line in the Straits of Fuca, 
which separate Vancouver Island from 
Washington State. 

The friends of the treaty did not enter the 
debate today. 

The early part of the session was given toa 
discussion of the full reports of yesterday’s 
secret session, that were printed in the pa- 
pers this morning. Two hours were de- 
voted to a Senatorial discussion of the 
methods of the modern news-seeker which 
was more in the nature of fault-finding 
than of criticism of their accuracy. The 
reports were complimented for their ac- 
curacy and a majority of the remarks were 
devoted to an effort to explain their ap- 
pearance. Senator Vest asserted that no one 
but a trained newspaper man could give the 
proceedings in such detail and contended 
that an expert must be mployed somewnere 
in the chamber. He complained bitterly of 
the appearance of such reports as derogatory 
to the dignity of the Senate. He was fol- 
loweai by Senators Hale and Hoar in the 
same strain. Senator Gallinger said that 
if as full reports as today’s were to be given 
out it would be better to open the doors arid 
invite the world to be present. Segator 
Teller suggested the wisdom in the absence 
of open sessions of allowing a few sclected 
reporters to be present. Senator Hill did not 
fail to take advantage of the opportunity 
to “point the moral as being that his mo- 
tion foryopen doors should have been adopted. 


MONETARY CONFERENCE I8 ATTACKED 


Discussion of the Wolcott Resolutions 
in the House Commfttee on 
Coinage. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—The interest 
in Congress in the question of an interna- 
tional enonetary conference was shown to- 
day by the presence in the House Committee 
on Coinage of many members to listen to 
the discussion of the resolutions before the 
committee. Several members of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency took part 


in the debate. 


The first speaker was Representative Hill 
(Rep., Conn.) who bitterly denounced the 
Senate for attempting to lay a trap to en- 
snare the Republican party. It was an at 
tempt, he said, to bring about the things 
which the Republican party voted down at 
the lagt election—the free coinage of silver 
and a double standard of value. Referring 
to Senator Chandler, he said the proposition 
was thrust upon the facoming President by 
a Senator who kad bitterly and virulently 
opposed his nomination, and that that Sen- 
a had been sustained and seconded by the 
Chairman of the National Democratic com- 


n,ittee.

OLD RAILROAD AND WAREHOUSE 
COMMISSIONERS ACCUSED. 


Gov. Tanner’s Recent Appointees Go to 

Springfield and Have an All Day Ses- 

‘ sion with Their. Superior—Sensa- 

tional Charges Against Their Pred- 

ecessors in Office—Public’s Money 

Squandered and Grain Inspection 
Discredited in World’s Markets.

It will be the 
aim of the present board to restore the con- 
fidence of the public in the certificates. of 
the Chicago grain inspection office, so they 
will pass current all over the world. 


Not a Trifiing Ingquiry. 


This is. not an ordinary little trifling in- 
quiry such as one sometimes sees with re- 
gard to State institutions, but it will be a 

whooper.’’ 

. Twenty-seven employés of the grain in- 
spection department were decapltated yes- 
terday in Chicago. They were useless ap- 
pendages, simply getting away with their 
share of the fund of the department. The 
whole department, aside from a few expert 
inspectors, will be discharged. The condi- 
tion of affairs is being reported to Gov. 
Tanner. That is the topic which has kept 
him in consultation with the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners all day. When 
all the facts are reached the result ot the 
investigation will be given to the public. In 
the meantime the Commissioners are dumb 
as oysters and refuse to talk about the 
matter. They are acting under orders and 
will report their findings to their chief offi- 
cer, Gov. Tanner, and to nobody else. 

It will make & mighty sensation when it 
comes, as it will, in the course of a couple 
of weeks. 


NOBLE'S AX FALLS ON THIRTY-ONE MEN, 


Chief Grain Inspector Disposes of a 
Load of “ Dendwood ” and Saves 
Over 82,800 a Month. 


Chief Grain Inspector E. J. Noble, who 
took actual possession of the office Monday 
morning, was himself responsible for the 
upheaval in the Inspection Bureau. When 
he went into his office in the Continental Na- 
tional Bank Building in the morning he took 
down the pay-rolls and, with William Smilie, 
the ‘Supervising Inspector, went over the 
lists and found a great amount of “ dead- 
wood.“ Mr. Smilie has been connected with 
the office for twenty-five years, and knows 
all the active men ih the office. Some of the 
names he encountered in the pay-roll in- 
spection, however, Mr. Smilie had never 
heard of before. They had not bothered the 
officawith their presence. 

So, after a three-hour investigation, Mr. 
Noble wrote out peremptory dismissals of 
thirty-one men. These were: 

Two inspectors. 

Seventeen clerks. 

Twelve helpers. 

One of the two inspectors had been draw- 
ing a salary of $150 a month; the other had 
received $112.50. The clerks had drawn 
$100 a month each and the helpers $70 a 
month. Simple mathematics shows that 
the saving by this cut in the pay-roll will 
amount to $2,800 a month or more. 


Leaves Sixty-five on Staff. 


The decapitation of these thirty-one use- 
less hangers-on in the office left Inspector 
Noble with a staff of sixty-five men. He 
announced last night that this number 
would not be increased materially—that he 
would be able to conduct the office through- 
out his term with a maximum of seventy 


men. 
Mr. Noble said, in commenting on his ac- 


tion: 

„When I took the office I promised Gov. 
Tanner that I would marfage it with busi- 
ness rules. There was nothing more defi- 
nite than that in our understanding. I had 
been on the Board of Trade for ten years 
and am well acquainted with the men 
with whom our grain inspection of- 
fice. has to deal. Then I had an 
explicit understanding with my chief assist- 
ant, Mr. Smilie, and told him I would make 
no appointment whatever that would not 
be agreeable to him. His quarter of a cen- 
tury service in the office makes him invalua- 
ble to me. | 

„When I looked over the rolls I quickly 
discovered a lot H useless timber in the 
pay of the State. Twelve helpers, for ex- 
ample, had not been seen in the office so far 
back as Mr. Smilie could remember. Ac- 
cordingly, I cut down the staff one-third. 


Bidwill Approves the Cut. 


“Mr. Bidwill, the local member of the 
State Railroad and Warehouse Commission, 
was in the office during the afternoon and 1 
told him what I had done. He approved of 
it, and soon afterward went to Springfieid. 
I suppose after he reached the capital he 
laid the matter before the Governor and the 
other members of the commission and told 
them of the discoveries I had made in the 
way of ‘deadwood’ on the pay-roils. I 
was told tonight that the Governor had or- 
dered further investig&tion of the past con- 
duct of the office, but I have had no official 
notice of such intention.”’ 

Dwight W. Andrews, whom Mr. Noble has 
succeeded as Chief Grain Inspector, turned 
over something more than $5,000 yesterday 
and Mr. Noble expects to receive about 
$11,000 in addition today. . 

Besides the staff of grain inspectors, 
clerks, and helpers employed in the Chicago 
Office, there are seven or eight grain inspect - 
ors stationed at various important shipping 
points out in the State. These men under 
the present system report direct to the Rall 
road and Warehouse Commissioners, but 
it is said to be the intention of the adminis- 
tration to make them subordinate to the 
Chief Grain Inspector, whose office, of course, 
will remain in Chicago. 

E. B. Price, who was Chief Grain Inspector 
under Gov. Fifer and Gov. Oglesby, and who 
had been in the office eight years before that, 
said last night that there was pever any 
reason for more than $1,500 variation in the 
monthly pay-roll of the office. In the busy 
years of his term he said there never was a 
time when the pay-roll ran to $10,000 ua 


month. 
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I. T. BAKER TALKS OF THE UPHEAVAL 


Says if Noble’s Intention Is Genuine 
Reform All Business-Men Will 
Co-operate with Him. 


W. T. Baker, President of the Board of 
Trade, while he said he was in no position 
to know of the conduct of the Chief Grain 
Inspector’s office, expressed himself as fol- 
ows: 

“For several years the inspection force 
has been becoming more and more of the 
political machine. Men are put on without 
any qualification for the work, except that 
they voted right, and people in the grain 
trade are becoming disgusted with it. Un- 
doubtedly, there are many good men on the 
force who should be retained regardless of 
politics, while, on the other hand, there are 
undotbtedly bad men on it who should be 
dismissed and their places filled with capa- 
bie, good men. 

It the new Inspector, Mr. Noble, wishes 
to reform the office he will have the co- 
operation of every business-man in Chicago, 
but if the purpose is to turn one set of ras- 
cals out to make room for another set of 
rescais, he will not have that coéperation.

It is 
unfortunate ‘that this city should have a 
Representative who knows so little about the 
subjects he attempts to discuss. 


THE EXPENSES OF ANNEXATION. 

Mayor Swift sent to the Council on Mon- 
day night a statement setting forth the 
amount of city revenue collected year be- 
fore last in the districts which have been 
annexed sinee 1888 and the sums expended | 
in those districts for municipal purposes. 
It appears from this statement that Lake, 
Hyde Park, Lake View, Jefferson, Calu- 
met, and Cicero paid into the City Treasury 
$835,000 less than was paid out on account 
of police, fire, water, lighting, etc. 

The only town where the receipts ex- 
ceeded the expenditures was Lake. There 
was a surplus there of nearly $65,000, The 
greatest proportionate excess of expend- 
itures over receipts is found in Jefferson. 
For every dollar received nearly three dol- 
lars were paid out. That is not astonish- 
ing. The real estate of the town consists 
chiefly of farming lands which cannot pay 
heavy taxes. 

The first conclusion to be drawn from 
this statement is that annexation is desira- 
ble for the suburbs. They. get more than 
they give. They are better lighted than 
before, and they get more police and fire 
protection at a cheaper rate than before. 
‘The dread of being taxed for the benefit of 
the old city has been pretty effectually dis- 
pelled. 

The second conclusion is that if Hyde 
Park, Lake View, etc., had not been an- 
nexed it would have been possible to ex- 
pend in 1895 within the old city limits 
$835,000 more than actually was expended 
there. More street cleaning could have 
been done, for instance. So, from the mere 
dollars and cents point of view, the annexa- 
tion of the suburbs did not benefit the tax- 
payers of the old city; They get less for 
their money than they used to. 

This must be expected in about every 
ease of annexation. The wealth per cap- 
ita of the people taken in is not as great as 
that of those of the city. So, while they 
want all the good things city people have 
they have not the money with which to pay 
the full cost. 

When suburbs are taken in they have some 
policemen, school teachers, etc., who are 
not as well paid as those in the city. An- 
nexation meays an increase of their salaries 
to the city level. It means also more police- 
men, firemen, etc., all receiving the higher 
city salaries. 

In spite of the fact that the annexed dis- 
tricts cost $835,000 in 1895, and rather more 
than that last year there is no Chicagoan 


who regrets what bas been done in the way 


of annexation or would undo it. Nobody 
would vote to lessen the number of citizens 
of Chicago.’ 

But the Mayor's statement does show 
the unwisdom of the immediate annexa- 
tion of any more blocks of territory com- 
posed chiefly of farming lands. The city 
contains many square miles of that kind of 
territory now, and should be allowed time 
to digest it. Gradually these farms will 
increase in value. They will be cut up into 
building lots, on which houses will be erect- 
ed. Then there will be an increase of rev- 
enues. 

To make at this time, therefore, a “ great- 
er Chicago,” sweeping in many square miles | 
of outlying territory, would be an injustice 
to the taxpayers of the present city. They 
would have to get along without improve- 
ments they need in order that the people in 
the outlying districts might bare city con- 
veniences.

ME. HESING ASSAILS THE MILLINERS. 

Mr. Washington Hesing is a bold man. 
He is more than bold—he is reckless, other- 
wise he would not have stood up in Willard 
Hall, which bears the name of a woman 
und a prohibitionist, and announced that— 


Joliet has more prisoners as the result of mil- 
linery bills and dressmakers accounts and the 
greed of wives than it has from the effects of the 
saloons. The keeper of the Joliet Penitentiary 
tells me that 67 per cent of the inmates are there 
because of the greed of their wives. 


There were several women at the meeting 
of the League of Christian Citizens, at 
which Mr. Heing made this audacious 
declaration, but it seems to have stunned 
them. Not one of them rallied to the de- 
fense of the milliner and the dressmaker, 
those friends of woman. They did assail 
the saloons and quoted figures to show how 
much those places cost the people, but they 
did not attempt to go into statistics as to the 
cost of hats and dresses or to préve that 
husbands were not driven to crime by the 
excessive cost of those articles. 

Possibly Mr. Hesing was joking. He may 
have wanted to get rid of some of fhe per- 
sons who were questioning him about his 
Sunday saloon policy by making so delight- 
fully wild a statement as to reduce his an- 
tagonists to silence. If it had occurred to 
him, he might have stated also that the 
social fabric was out of gear because of the 
colossal sums spent to supply women with 
soda water and chewing gum. 

But Mr. Hesing quotes the keeper of the 
Joliet Penitentiary as authority for the 
statement that 67 per cent of the inmates 
were there because of.the greed of their 
wives. That takes in about all the married 
inmates. Then it follows that the keeper of 
the prison is a confirnied misogynist and 
embittered old bachelor or is he u practical 
joker. 

He may have seen that Mr. Hesing 
wanted to make the best argument he could 
in favor of the harmlessness of the saloon. 
Therefore, he proceeded to stuff him with 
improvised statistics about the banefu! in- 
fluence of milliners and dressmakers. 

It is certain that those individuals do 
send in high bills sometimes. The eomic 
papers often have remarks to make on the 
subject. Occasionally in-povels men are 
driven to despair by the extravagance and 
greed of their wives. Often they commit 
suicide, leaving reprqachful notes behind 
to explain the situation. Sometimes they 
run off to the gold diggings. 

But in real life, and especially among 
those who have the smallest income, the 
extravagance is on the part of the men 
aud not of the wives. The percentage of 
the earnings of the former which goes on 
the backs of the wives is small compared 

with that which goes into the stomachs of 
the husbands at the saloon. The wives go 
in rags in order that the husbands may 
have their whisky or their beer. 

It is true that some of the statements 

to the total amount expended for 
‘this city are rather wild. Mr. 
himself puts it at twelve millions. 
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on the part of men to dress extravagantly 
has sent many more to the penitentiary 
than the desire of wives to do so. 

It may amuse the convicts of Joliet to 
read that the extravagance of their wives 
put them behind the bars. It may please 
the nien who hang around saloons. and 
drink away their earnings there to be told 
that they are the victims of dressmakers 
and milliners. But sensible people know 
that the road to the penitentiary does not 
lead through those establishments, but 
through the saloon. 

If Mr. Hesing is joking, well and good. 
If he is in earnest, he has made a political 
mistake. He will get all the women down 
on him, and though they are not voters 
their opposition to any candidate makes it 
up-hill work for him. 


IT 18 HARD TO ABOLISH OFFICES. 

The President has issued an order consoli- 
dating the pension agencies, so that there 
are only nine where there were eighteen. 
The saving in expense will be $160,000 a 
year. The pensioners will not be incom- 
moded, because they are paid by checks. 
This change in the mode of payment is what 
has made consolidation possible. : 

The politicians in the States where pen- 
sion agencies are to be abolished—Wiscon- 
sin, Kansas, Michigan, etc.—are much dis- 
turbed. They dislike to see some well-paid 
offices wiped out. The Senators do not like 
it, for it means the loss of part of their 
patronage. They have been permitted to 
name the pension agents. 

This consolidation order is not to go into 
effect until September. Therefore, the poli- 
ticians demand that President MeKin- 
ley set it aside when he takes hold. Fearing 
that it may not be possible to persuade him 
to do so, it is proposed that an amendment 
be made to the pension appropriation bill 
specifying the number of agencies and put- 
ting it out of the power of the Executive to 
reduce the number. 

Nobody contends that the interests of the 
public service demand the continuance of 
the nine agencies it is proposed to wipe out. 
The only reason advanced for keeping them 
going is that the salaries connected with 
them amount to $160,000 a year, and the 
office-holding class does not want to see 
that much money taken out of their clutches. 

Nothing is easier than to create an office, 
though it is unnecessary. Nothing is hard- 
er than to abolish an- office, even after it 
has become a flagrant sinecure. An attempt 
to abolish one raises a storm of indignation. 
The esprit de corps of all the Aces, ge 
even of those who are not menaced, is so 
strong that they are upin arms. Any prop- 
osition to reduce expenditures is denounced 
as an infamous outrage. 

It is to be hoped that Congress will not 
meddle in the matter, and that Mr. MeKin- 
ley will not suspend the Cleveland order. 
Ie may be that the Iowa agency should be 
consolidated with the Chicago, rather than 
the St. Louis agency. If so, that can be 
rectified. But nine unnecessary agencies 
should not be continued merely to disburse 
$160,000 in unnecessary salaries, and to 
save for Senators some patronage they had 
been reckoning on, and had perhaps prom- 
ised away. 
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LATEST UPRISING IN CRETE. 

The reported, active interference by 
Greece in the latest uprising in Crete is the 
really important feature of the trouble and 
may have far-reaching results in disturb- 
ing the diplomatic situation in Europe. It 
does not appear that the fighting in Canea, 
the capita) of Crete, was precipitated by 
any general movement among the people. 
It grew out of a rumor that a score of 
Christians at Akrosti had been killed. This 
aroused the Christian troops to take mcas- 
ures for retaliation and defense, and it did 
not take long for this small flame to spread 
to a blaze since the Mussulmans and Chris- 
tians alike-have been for months on the 
verge of violent outbreak. 

This fresh outbreak has served to reveal 
the fact that the “reforms” which the 
Cretan Christians fought for and won a 
few months ago have not been enforced by 
the powers. A Christian Governor was to 
be appointed and complete autonomy was 
to be established except for the condition 
that a tribute should be paid to the Sultan, 
the payment to be guaranteed by the pow- 
ers. These concessions forced from Tur- 
key seemed to be a hard blow to the power 
of the Sultan at the time, but recent events 
indicate that he knew he could depend on 
the indifference of the powers in making 
the concessions effective. Moreover, the 
Sultan knew that to pacify the Christians 
by perfunctory concessions under the nom- 
“{nal authority of the powers would allay or 
weaken for a time at least the general de- 
sire of the Christians in Crete to have the 
island annexed to Greece. The King of 
Greece also was compelled to abandon any 
designs he might have entertained for con- 
summating this annexation because of the 
approval of the powers to the scheme of 
“ reforms” conceded by the Sultan. 

There seems to be reason, therefore, for 
crediting the report that a committee of the 
leading Christian residents of Canea has 
presented a signed memorial to the foreign 
Consuls located there “declaring that un- 
less the powers took steps at once looking 
to the enforcement of reforms they would 
endeavor to bring about a union of Crete 
with Greece.” The King of Greece may 
prove to have acted imprudently in sending 
gunboats to Crete in such haste and in vio- 
lation of his approved policy of“ watchful 
non-intervention.” It is even added that 
torpedo boats and a cruiser will be added 
to the Grecian naval force at the island. 
If he had waited for ah invitation from 
Crete his position would have been strong- 
er and more reasonable in the judgment of 
the powers. „In any event it is not apparent 
how Turkey can fail to regard this action 
by Greece as a belligerent move, aud as 
such it seems sure to add to the confusion 
that already exists among the powers over 
the treatment. that is to be accorded the 
Suitan. The suggestion in a dispatch from 
London that the uprising has really been 
instigated by the Sultan as a move to draw 
the attention of England, France, and 
Russia away from Constantinople seems 
hardly tenable. Such a move by the Sul- 
tan would be more likely to concentrate the 
attention of the powers and the people on 
himself, for no revolt of the Christians in 
Crete can be disassociated from the con- 
sideration that it is caused indirectly at 
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THE AMENDED TOREENS LAW. 

A new Torrens law, which will avoid the 
objections raised by the Supreme Court to 
the one passed by the last General Assem- 
bly, has been drafted and will be submitted 
to the Legislature soon. Those who have 
the measure in charge are confident that it 
will get through the General Assembly 
without difficulty and that it will be in- 
dorsed by the voters, to whom it will have to 
be submitted. 

The difference between this bill and the 
act which the Supreme Court set aside is 
that under the latter the propertyowner 
filed his petition with the Registrar. Under 
the former the application to register land 
must be made to a court having chancery 
jurisdiction. : 

Other things being equal, it matters noth- 
ing to the property-owner where he files his 
petition. But, unfortunately for him, the 
court charges will be heavier than the Reg- 
istrar’s charges, which were very reason- 
able. Under the new bill lawyers will have 
to be employed and their charges will not 
always be reasonable, though they may do 
little actual work. 

But there is another change which is 
favorable to the propérty-ogrner. Under the 
old act five years had to elapse before the 
person to whom a certificate was issued 
could get an indefeasible title. By the new 
bill the time will be shortened to two years. 
Everybody who hag notice of the decree will 
be bound from its date. Those who do not 
have notice will have only two years in 
which to bring suit. When that compara- 
tively short time has elapsed the holder of a 
certificate can feel absolutelygecure. 

Though the registration expenses will be 
heavier, when the certificate has been se- 
cured and the two years have expired there 
will be no expense connected with the sa 
of that particular piece of property. There 
will not be any continuations of abstracts to 
be paid for. *There will be no more lawyers’ 
bills, 

But although this bill has been drafted 
with great care to meet the objections of the 
Supreme Court it will, if adopted, have to 
run the gantlet again before any number of 
property-owners avail themselves of its pro- 
visions. Unfortunately the court did not 
pass on all the points made against the act 
of 1895. Until those points have been set- 
tled property-bwners will be doubtful of the 
wisdom of availing themselves of the new 
system. 

Next month the Supreme Court will de- 
vide the application for a rehearing. There 
is no reason why the court should not avail 
itself of this opportunity to state whether it 
considers the other objections to the law 
valid or invalid. Then the Legislature would 
know just what to do.

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KING CHARLES I.. “SAINT 4ND MARTYR.” 

A few days ago there was unveiled in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the Evan- 
gelists in Philadelphia an oil portrait of 
Charles I. of England. A church paper, in 
giving an account of the ceremony, says that 
the unveiling took place “amid fragrant 
incense and with the chants of solemn ves- 
pers of a martyr.” There was a long pro- 
cession of choir boys, acolytes, priests, and 
Bishops, who, after marching through the 
church, stopped in front of the picture, 
where Bishop Coleman of Delaware in- 
toned the words, “ Right dear in the sight 
of the Lord,“ the response coming from the 
vested choir, “ Is the death of his saints.” 
The panegyric of the martyr was pro- 
nounced by the Rt.-Rev. Dr. Perry, Bishop 
of ‘Iowa. Letters conferring blessings and 
giving expressions of sympathy with the 
reverence of the memory of King Charles 
were read from Bishops McLaren of Chi- 
eago, Seymour of Springfield, and from six 
other diocesan heads of the church. 

At the time of the unveiling of the picture 
in Philadelphia the vigil of King Charles 
the martyr " was celebrated in the Episcopal 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin in New York 
City. 

For many years there held a place in the 
liturgy of the Church of England an “ of- 
fice’ to the memory of King Charles, mar- 
tyr. The good sense of the English people 
caused its removal from their Book 
of Common Prayer years ago, and 
‘it has been left for the clergy 
in supposedly liberty-loving Ameri- 
en to erect memorials and to prepare pray- 
ers in remembrance of a King whose hand 
and voice were ever against the rights of 
the people. The ceremony in the Philadel- 
phia church has been condemned by a great 
portion of the American Episcopal Church. 
How the other denominations view it may 
be judged by an editorial in the Independ- 
ent, which says: We do not see how any 
American lover of national freedom and 
popular rights can consent to worship in a 
church where he would be compelled to sit 
under the picture set up as that of a saint.” 

In the prayer prepared especially for the 
oecasion of the unveiling of the picture 
heaven is asked to grant that all people who 
may visit the temple may be moved by a 
sight of the portrait to a faithful copying 
of the constancy of Charles even unto death. 

To the student of history it would appear 
that Charles’ constancy was principally 
shown in the way that he held fast by 
falsehood.” His love for his people was 
evidenced in forced loans, arbitrary impris- 
onments, and taxes without the consent of 
Parliament. a 

The high church section of the Episcopal 
Church has done many things in recent 
years to cause surprise and to offend the 
great conservative element. This placing 
on the pinnacle of sainthood a King held 
by the world as a tyrant would doubtless 
raise a tumult of protestation and objection 
from the low churchmen were it not in the 
light of these days so thoroughly amusing an 


action.

It is almost pathetic to contemplate this 
flawless invitation to deeds of violence and 
then read that the climax was a mere 
caning and that Moore was the victim. It 
was like a drop from the sublime to the 
ridiculous to strike Moore with a cane 
after he had been assailed by this string of 
assorted epithets, According to the de- 
scription of the insult as portrayed in this 
Memphis newspaper Mr. Brinkley should 
have gone at Moore with thunderbolts or 
dynamite, The imagination is staggered 
when it attempts to figure out the quality 
of weapon that should be handled by 
Moore when he pays his respects to the 
editor in question. The Memphis news- 
paper concerned has done its best, presuma- 
bly, and has done nobly in supporting the 
reputation of the South for fantastic in- 
vective, but the painful meekness of Brink- 
ley and Moore indicates that its efforts 
have been wasted. 


WHAT AILS THE FAR WEST? 

What is the matter with the Far Western 
legislators? What has come over the 
solons? Is an epidemic of silliness sweeping 
over the rainless areas? It would scem so. 
There appears to be an enthusiastic com- 
petition among them, in the absence of the 
fool-killer, to see, which can go farthest 
and swiftest in the race of folly. Nevada 
has put itself on record by offering a pre- 
mium on prize fighting, and a lobby is now 
in Carson City to engineer a lottery bill 
through the Legislature. As it has $100,- 
000 to distribute, it goes without saying 
that the bill will be passed. Half that 
amount would buy the Legislature of that 
rotten and corrupt borough. The Kansas 
solons are making spectacles of themselves 
by trying to abolish corsets and bloomers, 
and by doing a thousand other things equal 
ly ridiculous. It has been reserved, how- 
ever, for Colorado, which went for Bryan 
by over 134,000 plurality, to set the pace in 
foolishness. 

Last Saturday was a field day in the Colo- 
rado Legislature. A total of 1.120 bills was 
introduced. The first bill in the catalogue 
was one to save the members from being 
jailed or sued during the session. An emer- 
gency clause was hitched to it, and it went 
through with alacrity. Having secured this 
immunity from the calaboose, the solons 
went to work with a rush. The Denver 
Republican says that 60 per cent of the bills 
were of the revenue class, subdivided as 
“ touchdown,” “ cinch,” and sandbagger ”’ 
bills; 10 per cent of them possibly might 
benefit a part of the community; while 30 
per cent are mainly the product of diseased 
imaginations, cupidity, egotism, or tomfool- 
ery.” The Republican says: 

There have been bills introduced to create a 
new Utopia, to regulate the manner in which 
women shall dress and men shall comport them- 
selves in public, to punish the man who shall fail 
to harry the nest of ah English sparrow, to punish 
the parent who shall chastise his chiid; bills to 
compel gamblers to pay back their winnings to 
their dupes, bills to compel express companies, 
telegraph companies, and telephone companies to 
pay part of their earnings to the State, and, above 
and beyond all, bills to furnish the dollar bills to 
the members. 

There are bills to turn the State into a great 
insurance corporation, bills to form Colorado into 
a coal mining corporation, and bills to hive it 
start a gigantic metalliferous mining concern, and 
bills that have written all over them Come and 
see me. 


The political brigands of the Legislature, 
according to the same authority, have 
sought to levy upon every company pr corpo- 
ration doing business in that State, for their 
future maintenance. A wave of folly and 
corruption in about equal parts seems to 
have swept over the Colorado Legislature. 
It would be interesting to know the origin 
of the wave, what it portends, and if it is 
likely to spread east of the Mississippi. 
There have been some outbreaks in Indiana, 
though mostly of a harmless kind, such as 
the determined onslaught upon the ratio of 
the diameter to the cirf@umference of the 
circle and the furious call for punishment 
of hotelkeepers who will persist in galliciz- 
ing goose livers. These, however, are not 
serious manifestations at present. The only 
danger lies in the possibility that they may 
be symptoms of the solonic plague which is 
now raging in the extreme West and that 
before long the epidemic may spread east- 
ward and break out in virulent form. As 
to the origin of the plague, it seems to rage 
worst where Bryan was most in evidence, 
and in such places it has increased at a still 
greater ratio since the appearance of that 
bulky brochure which begins with the entire 
Bryan family and ends with the Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox colophon. The chaotic con- 
ditions in the neighborhood of the Missouri 
River should be closely watched so that if 
necessary it may be quarantined.

Sheriff Pease retains his hold as machine 
boss of Republican politics in the Twenty- 
fifth Ward.

PEASE’S BOARDING PROFITS SHORK. 


New Contract Requires Him to Exhibit 
the Exact Number of Meals Served 
to Each Jail Prisoner. 


Sheiff Pease has been shorn by the County 
Board of some of the profits which he has 
received in the past from feeding the pris- 
oners in the jail. The amount per diem 
which he is to receive under the new con- 
tract is 25 cents, the same as formerly, but 
it is provided that this is to be for three 


meals. 

Formerly it frequently happened that a 
prisoner was received at the jail at 7 or 8 
o’clock in the evening and was taken to a 
justice court early the next morning without 
having had more than a cup of coffee, and 
was discharged. 

Under the old rule this man was charged 
with two days’ board, because it appeared 
from the records of the jail that he was an 
inmate thereof on two days. The result 
was a handsome profit to the Sheriff, and so 
frequently did it happen that a prisoner 
received only one or two meals a day that 
these profits in the aggregate amounted to 
a tidy sum. 

Now, however, the meals are to be checked 
up, and the Sheriff is to be paid 25 cents 
for three meals, without any reference to 
the number of days the prisoners were in- 
mates of the jail.

“PICKLES” GANG IN NET. 


ANONYMOUS POSTAL CARD LEADS 
POLICE TO IMPORTANT ARRESTS. 


Detectives Think They Now Have in 
Custody Most of the Participants in 
the Winter Series of Saloon Hold- 
ups—Two Suspects Identified by 
Victims—List of the Places Which 
It Is Believed They Have Helped 
Rob. 


A postal card, written in German and un- 
signed, was delivered to the police of the 
East Chicago Avenue Station a few days ago. 
After securing a translation Capt. Barca! 
sent half a dozen detectives out, with instruc- 
tions to bring in a man known as “ Pickles.” 

What was written on the postal card was 
about as follows: 

“If you will find Pickles you will get the 
right man in the Rush street case. He wears 
a brown coat, a brown vest, and black trou- 
sers, was shot in the head, and came from 
Cleveland.” 

On the day that the postal card was re- 
ceived Annie Vanderbeak, a waitress in a 
State street restaurant, called at the station 
and swore out a warrant for Vincent Pickles, 
who made an impression on her when she 
was carrying meals to prisoners in the 
County Jail. He was released last week and 
escorted Annie to a beer saloon, where, she 


| said, he stole her watch and her pocketbook. 


Clew to the Right “ Pickles.” 

But this.was not the Pickles wanted, 
for the police had in the meantime learned 
that the Pickles’ of the postal card was 
a tall young man, who had recently come 
here from Cleveland, where he lived at No. 
42 Dare street. He answered the description 
of one of the gang which has been holding up 
saloonkeepers in the early morning hours 
during the winter. The detectives learned 
that he was Martin McCann and then ascer- 
tained that Pickles lived at Nos. 91 and 
93 North Clark street, in a lodging-house 
kept by Mrs. Ikes, and that he and several 
companions slept there with revolvers under 
their pillows. 

Early on Monday morning Lieut. Smith 
led five detectives to the lodging-house and 
found McCann and Joseph Percival, alias 
‘“Sheeny Joe,“ a recent arrival from New 
York, who were locked up. 

The police do not deny that jealousy on the 
part of the members of other gangs helped 
them in making arrests of other men, who 
Lieut. Smith positively declares were direct- 
ly or indirectly connected with McCann and 
Percival in nineteen saloon holdups dur- 
ing the last four months. 

Men in Custody.

When McCann was arrested a bullet wound 
was found on his head, and he and Percival 
were positively identified as two of the three 
men who attempted to rob Feldman & 
Cohen’s saloon at 5 o'clock last Thursday 
morning. They exchanged shots with Bar- 
tender Preston, hitting him in the hand. 
They left bebind a brown hat, through which 
a bullet had passed. The inside of the hat 
was splashed with blood, showing that its 
wearer had been struck by Preston’s bullet. 
The hat, the police say, is McCann's. They 
are not yet sure of the third man. 

Capt. Barcal’s Story. 

Just how much evidence the police have 
against the other men under arrest they re- 
fuse to say. Capt. Barcal said: 

„% We are sure of McCann and Percival. I 
do not know about Brainard, as he is held 
on that constable shooting case. But I be- 
lieve all the crowd have blood on their hands. 
There have been no other positive identifica- 
tions. There have been partial identifications 
of some of the men for the robbery of Bur- 
dette’s saloon, South Water and Rush 
streets, where the barkeeper was shot, and 
of Rhodé& Bros.’ saloon, Indiana and Market 
streets, where Barkeeper Conn was shot. 

“The other holdups with which we hope 
to be able to connect them were in Otto 
Michael's saloon, No. 35 Kinzie street, and 
No. 1832 Wabash avenue, in both of which 
the bartenders were locked up in the ice- 
boxes: Seventy-first street and Cottage 
Grove avenue: Cahill’s saloon, Chicago ave- 
nue and Kingsbury street; Hederlein’s sa- 
loon, Michigan and Pine streets; Fleming's 
saloon, Ohio and Market streets; Finkel’s 


saloon at Clinton and Monroe streets and 
Sherman & Waters, saloon, Lake and State 
streets, both of which took place at 7 o'clock 
in the morning; saloon at Canal and Wash- 
ington streets, at 8 o’clock on the same morn- 
ing; saloon at Indiana and Kingsbury streets; 
saloon at Lincoln and Ohio streets; saloon in 
Harrison, near Dearborn street; and the sa- 
loon at Noble and Erie streets.“ 

Abe Lande, No. 129 Grand avenue, has part- 
ly identified one of the men under arrest as 
one of the participants in the last mentioned 
robbery.

91 and 98 Clark street.

Shoots Himself in the Head in Madison 
Avenue Before a Crowd of Peo- 
ple—He Will Recover.

Charles Harris, a resident of Woodlawn, 
made a sensational attempt at suicide yester- 
day afternoon. Obtaining a revolver in E. 
A. Young’s hardware store, No. 344 Sixty- 
third street, on the pretense that he intend- 
ed to purchase the weapon, he stepped out on 
the sidewalk and in sight of many passers- 
by raised the pistol to his forehead and 
fired. The pistol was so close against his 
forehead when it was discharged that the 
bullet merely flattened against the skull and 
glanced off, making a painful, but not a 
dangerous wound. 

Harris was carried into the Woodlawn 
Pharmacy, where his wound was dressed, 
and he was then taken to the Englewood 
Union Hospital. 

Harris’ home is at the Tower Hotel in 
Sixty-seventh street, where he formerly was 
employed. He gave as a reason for his at- 
tempt at death that he was suffering from 
disease with no hopes of recovery. The

BOARD 10 TAKE UP LANE BOKD PLAN. 


School Buildings and Grounds Com- 
mittee Recommends the Superin- 
tendent’s Pian to Get Houses. 


The Bulldings and Grounds committee of 
the Board of Education passed a resolution 
yesterday afternoon, which will be laid be- 
fore the board tonight, conforming. with 
Supt. Lane’s proposition to issue bonds for 
the erection of school buildings. 

The resolution states it will require an 
annual appropriation of $1,000,000 for sites 
and buildings to keep up with the constant 
and steady growth of the city. To supply 
the present demand $3,000,000 is needed, and. 
the recommendation is made that the Board 
of Education lay the needs of the city in 
the matter of schools before the City Council 
and ask it to grant the power to issue bonds 
for $3,000,000. 

Of the members present at the meeting yes- 
terday Messrs. Harper, Errant, and Gross 
favored the plan of issuing bonds. Trustee 
Torrison said he had not given the matter 
sufficient thought to venture an opinion, 
Trustee Cusack said he had formerly been 
opposed to a bond issue, but since several 
of the members had presented the matter to 
him he began to waver in his opinion. He 
expected to know by tonight what his posi- 
tion would be.. Trustee Mark and President 
Halle are opposed to the bond plan. 

The committee opened the bide for fur- 
nishing pure water to the schools. None 
but filter bids were received. The cost ac- 
cording to bids will be from $25,000 to $89,- 
000 for a term of three years. The bids will 
be tabulated and sent to each member of the 
board and will also be considered at the 
meeting tonight. 

Chief Engineer Waters presented a plan 
for boiling and sterilizing water, which is 
his own invention. The annual cost, it is 
figured, will be $17,500a year. This plan will 
also be laid before the board. 

The School Management committee decid- 
ed to recommend the granting of the use of 
the public schools to the Union League club 
on Washington's birthday for ph triotie exer - 
cises, as follows:

WILL REPORT TO SEWER COMMISSION 


Body to Investigate Drainage Needs 
Says Intercepting Conduits and the 
Canal Can Solve the Problem. 


Mayor Swift's special commission appoint- 
ed to consider plans for a system of inter- 
ceptiig sewers will meet in the Mayor's 
office this morning to receive the report of 
the Water Commission appointed by his 
Honor. 

The report of the commission was sent to 
Mayor Swift yesterday afternoon, but it 
will not be made public until it has been 
acted upon by the special committee of the 
Council. 

The members of the committee are: Ald. 
Campbell, Madden, Fitch, Gallagher, Mug- 
ler, Walker, and Harlan. 

The report recommends that all the water 
tunnels be extended to the four-mile limit 
as soon as practicable. The experts declare 
that with all the water cribs four miles out 
in the lake, together with the drainage canal 
and the system of intercepting sewers in 
operation, the problem of purifying Chica- 
go’s public water supply will have been 
solved. Under these conditions the current 
of che river will be turned toward the canal 
and all raw sewage kept out of the lake. 

The report divides the city into three dis- 
tricts. Each district is to be drained sep- 
arately. The main intercepting sewers will 
be twelve feetin diameter. All sewers which 
now empty into the lake will be connected 
with the large intercepting sewers and the 
sewage diverted toward the Chicago River 
and its branches. 

The estimated expense of building the in- 
tercepting sewers and extending the water 
tunnels to the four-mile limit is about $5,000,- 
000.

NO POLES IN VINCENNES AYENUE. 


Chicago Telephone Company Insists 
Its Promise to Erect the Shafts in 
the Alley Will Be Kept. 


The people living along Vincennes avenue 
have been much exercised for a couple of 
days lest: the Chicago Telephone company 
should erect poles along the street at that 
point. The company received a permit from 
Commissioner of Public Works Downey on 
Saturday to erect the poles with the neces- 
sary wires and fixtures along the west side 
of the street, and began immediately to dig 
the holes for the poles. 

This was not to the liking of the residents 
in the block. They entered their protest 
both before the city authorities and the offi- 
cers of the company, and asked that the 
poles be erected in the alley to the west. 
This was agreeable to the company, and it 
promised to acquiesce. Delay was occa- 
sioned owing to some difficulty in —— 
matters between the telephone company an 
an electric light company which had wires 
strung along the alley, and this ledyhe peo- 
ple along the street to think the teleyhone 
company did not intend to adhere to its 
agreement. 

It was said at the company’s office, how- 
ever, that the poles would be erected in the 
alley, and that orders had been given to that 
effect and to fill up the holes dug in the 
street. 

Wires are also to be strung on the poles 
by the city for fire and police service. 


DOOM STREET ADVERTISING BANNERS. 


Commissioner of Public Works Dow- 
mney and the Council Order Them 
Removed—Mayor Approves.

There will de no more gaudy advertising 
banners strung across the streets of Chicago. 
Commissioner of Public Works Downey 
gave orders yesterday that they be taken 
down, even before he was aware that the 
Council on Monday night had passed an or- 
der directing him to have them removed. 
He said he would not permit the streets to 
be used for any such purpose, and that, 
even should the Council grant such permits, 
he would order the removal of the banners. 

The order of the Council, which was sub- 
mitted by Ald. G. B. Milme, was as follows: 

Ordered, That the Commissioner of Publio 
Works be and is hereby directed to have removed 
at once all banners strung across the streets of 
this city which contain an advertisement of mer- 
chandise of any kind. 

Ald. Coughlin also introduced a similar 
resolution with reference to the First Ward. 

There kad been much complaint on the 
of the business public generally against these 
banners, and one prominefit cigar dealer 
declared that if they were not removed he 
would begin a suit for damages against the 
city.

‘NEWSBOY DIES AT PLAY. 


LIFE OF LITTLE “ CRAZY ” CRUSHED 
OUT BY HORSE’S HOOFS. 


Héedless of Danger and Deafened by 
the Roar at State and Monroe 
Streets, the Lad Rushes in Front of 
an Express Wagen death Comes 
Before the Victim Can Be Borne to 
Surgeen’s Office in the Immediate 
Neighborhoed. 


Cairma Shalzetti, a little 9-year-old news- 
boy, known to his companions only by the 
nickname Crazy.“ was run over and killed 
by a Wells, Fargo & Co. double express 
wagon at 6 o’clock last evening in State 
street, near the corner of Monroe, and his 
mangled body was taken to Rolston’s under- 
taking establishment, No. 11 Adams street, 
until his parents, who live at No. 200 West 
Taylor street, could be notified. 

From ail accounts no one was to blame and 
the lad was a victim of his own thought- 
lessness. He was playing on the sidewalk 
with a little girl of his own age and darted 
suddenly into the street without looking 
where he was going. The great lumbering 
wagon was dashing by, but the noise of its 
wheels was unheard in the roar of the street, 
and so poor Crazy,” his heart filled with 
childish glee, flung himself right under the 
hoofs of the big horses. 

It was all over in an instant. The wagon 
was stopped and a passing pedestrian ran to 
the ragged little victim and bore him to the 
sidewalk. A thousand people collected in 
less than a minute, and the first impulse was 
to blame the driver, but it was soon under- 
stood that the accident was unavoidable. 

Poor little “Crazy” was carried uncon- 
scious up-stairs to the office of Dr. Mason, 
and by the time his injuries could be exam- 
ined breathed hislast. As wellas Dr. Mason 
could judge from a hasty examination the 
hoof of the horse had struck the skull at the 
base and crushed it. An ambulance was 
called and the body was removed. 

The driver of the express wagon, Thomas 
O'Connor, living at No. 115 West Congress 
street, and the conductor, Charles Coulthard, 
living at No. 51 Palmer square, were ar- 
rested, taken to the Harrison Street Station, 
and held as witnesses. 

Crazy was popular among the boys of 
his class. None of those who witnessed the 
accident, however, had an idea what his 
name was. They said “ Crazy’s"’ people 
did not compel him to lead a newsboy’s life, 
but it was his own preference, and often 
his home ties were not strong enough to 
carry him home when, at midnight, he con- 
sidered his day’s work done. 


BARS PART OF FIRST NATIONAL CLAIM. 


Judge Horton, im Case of Corbin 
Against Boyes, Fay & Conkey, 
Rules Out $37,800. 


In the case of C. C. Corbin against the old 
insolvent firm of Boyes, Fay & Conkey, 
Judge Horton yesterday decided that a pre- 
ferred claim of the First National Bank for 
$116,000 was unlawful to the extent of $37,800, 
this amount representing collateral matters. 

The suit was filed in 1888, Mr. Corbin seek- 
ing to set aside the bank's preferences. 
Shortly after the suit was begun it was trans- 
ferred to the Federal court and was there 
tried, a judgment for $54,000 being rendered 
against the bank. 

The case was then carried to the United 
States Supreme Court, which decided that 
the Federal courts had no jurisdiction in the 
case and sent the matter to the State courts 
for adjudication. 

The present case was heard by Judge Hor- 
ton upon the record submitted to the United 
States courts. 


CHICAGO MUSIC COMPANY CLOSED. 


Judgment Creditors, the Smith & 
Barnes Piano Company in the Lead, 
Take Summary Action. 


The Sheriff yesterday took possession of 
the stock of the Chicago Music company, 
No. 195 Wabash avenue, on a confession of 
judgment in the Superior Court on notes ag- 
Fregating $18,000. The judgement acted upon 
was entered in favor of the Smith & Barnes 
Piano company. The Bankers’ National 
Bank was another judgment creditor. Pratt 
P. Gibbs, manager of the company, said the 
judgment of the Smith & Barnes company 
was entered through a misunderstanding. 
The claim, he said, could have been paid, but 
it was disputed by some of the members of 
his company, who did not expect the piano 
company to take summary Action.

PITZ DREAMS HE WON THE FIGHT.

It will last seven rounds. I have just 
fought the last round. I pasted Corbett a 
corker on the jaw and he went dead out.” 

What are you talking about, Bob?“ 

“Why, about the fight. I have had the 
dream and Corbett is licked. It is a sure 
thing. I have never been wrong. Whenever 
I engage in a big fight I invariably dream 
about how it will end. It was so with poor 
Jack Dempsey, Maher, Hall. Creedon, and 
the rest. I dreamt each time that I won, 
even to the number of rounds.

Do you know I was just 
about giving up all hope of a dream about 
this fight?

WILSON IS CHOSEN PRESIDENT AND 
SUDDARD AUDITOR. 


Finance Committee Is Named at Once 
and Steps Taken to Go After the 
Funds Which E. 8. Dreyer Failed to 
Turn Over—Announcement Is Made 
That Vigorous Measures Will Be 
Employed—Arrangements Made to 
Pay Off Employes Tomorrow. 


Gov. Tanner’s new West Park Board or- 
ganized. yesterday, electing W. J. Wilson 
President and Joseph W. Suddard Auditor. 
The newly-elected President af once ap- 
pointed C. B. Pavlicek and A. J. Graham 
to serve with himself on the Finance com- 
mittee of the board, which, it'is announced, 
is to make heroic efforts to get back the 
funds lost in the ‘failure of the E. S. Dreyer 
bank. + 

The members who had just received their 
commissions evinced some embarrassment 
yesterday as they took their seats around 
the large open table in the committee-room. 
With the exception of Dr. Emil Grotefend, 
who sported a silk hat and a frock suit, 
the new Park Commissioners were all plain- 
ly dressed. To break the jce and induce 
sociability Commissioner Wilson passed 
around a box of Havanas which he had just 
received from the Illinois club in compli- 
ment of his appointment. 

On the motion of A. J. Graham, the only 
hold-over member of the old board, F. M. 
Blount was made Temporary Chairman. 
After the Commissioners had presented their 
certificates to Secretary Talty the balloting 
for officers was begun, and resulted in the 
unanimous election of Mr. Wilson as Presi- 
dent and Mr. Suddard as Auditor. 

The chief event of the meeting was the 
appointment of the Finance committee, the 
work of which was regarded as of such 
supreme importance that it could not be 
postponed until March, when the other 
committees will be appointed. 


To Go After Dreyer’s Books. 


An immediate examination of the books of 

8. Dreyer was ordered to be made by 
H. J. D. Wodrich, the expert accountant em- 
ployed by the board, who Will prepare a spe- 
clal statement to be used as evidence in the 
litigation now pending for the recovery of 
the funds which were in Dreyer's keeping. 

The Finance committee and auditor were 
authorized to effect a loan of $18,000 from the 
Chicago National Bank, to be used in the 
payment of employés for January and for 
other current expenses. 

The employés will receive the money due 
them tomorrow. 

A communication from the Northwestern 
and Pan-Handle railroad companies was 
read, submitting an ordinance enabling the 
companies to elevate their tracks at Rock- 
well street, crossing Jackson and Washing- 
ton boulevards. J. M. Whitman of the 
‘Northwestern explained that the ordinance 
was a duplicate of the one granted in 1896, 
but made inoperative by the refusal of the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific to accept its 
provisions.“ The board deferred action until 
committees are announced. 

A suggestion from Engineer Bain in re- 
gard to the purchase of a fire-extinguishing 
apparatus for the Garfield Park buildings 
was referred. The engineer reported that in- 
correct insulation of Washington boulevard 
electric light wires had been remedied and 
that interference with telephones had ceased. 


President Wilson Talks. 


W. J. Wilson, the new President of the 
board, at the close of the meeting spoke in 
the most emphatic terms to a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE of the pressing policy which 
the new board will adopt with reference to 
the recovery of its funds from the Dreyer 
Bank. 

We have to get this money, said he, 
and we shall not mince matters in getting 
it, either. We shall fight the National Bank 
of Illinois and we shall fight Dreyer until 
we compel the making good of the loeses of 
the board. It will not be a long task, either, 
for we shall force matters to a quick finish. 
We cannot afford to borrow money at high 
rates of interest when the funds we need 
have already been contributed by the peo- 
ple in taxation. We shall go direct at 
Dreyer with every means in our power, for 
that is a shorter method of getting what is 
due us than striking at his bondsmen.“

Superior Court had jurisdiction to determine upon 
presentation to it, whether an order of removal to 
the United States Court should be made without 
question. 

The Appellate Court also holds that the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust company has been doing business 
in this State without a compliance with the trust 
act, which subjects it under Sec. 15 of the act toa 
penalty of a day for each offense and the ad- 
ditional sum of $100 a day during which it shall 
fail to file its report after the last day of January 
in each year. Under this section of the statute 
the acceptance of the Lake street incumbrance b 
the Farmers’ Trust company was made April 7, 
1803. This would call for a report in January, 
1804, 1895, 1806, and 1897, and for a total penalty 
of nearly $160,000. 

Justice Waterman, the author of the opinion, 
says: 

An examination of the trust deed reveals that 

there has been imposed upon the larmers’ Loan 
and Trust company and that it has engaged in the 
execution of a trust of a very active nature, that 
it is no mere naked trustee, but is clothed with 
great authority, endowed with discretion to act 
and that in pursuance of the r conf err 
upon it, it has been continually doing business in 
this State and has received compensation for it. 
It began by accepting the trust, which was for the 
yurpose of securing an issue of bonds now amount- 
ng to $7,674,000; that in pursuance of the trust 
conferred upon it it has had examined vouchers 
showing the progress of work upon the Lake street 
elevated railroad and has certified and delivered 
bonds upon such vouchers to the amount of 
$3,000,000, receiving therefor $1 for each bond so 
certified. 

The Farmers’ Loan and Trust company hav- 
ing been removed by the decree of the court below 
not because of any dereliction of duty, but for 
the reason only that under the laws of this State 
it is not entitled to act as such trustee, the re- 
moval is not — 1 injuriously affects the in- 
terests of an dx. 

A hotly contested suit in the Circuit Court, in 
which Attorney Charles D. F. Smith sued A. M. 
Billings for $16,000 for fees, upon appeal is de- 
cided 1 favor of the latter. 

The reviewing court reverses a decree of fore- 
closure rendered ip the Superior Court against Nick 
J. Bornhofen and his wife,. because it is satisiied 
that the decree under consideration is based upon 
forged instruments and that neither Bornhofen or 
his wife has been guilty of negligence or conduct 
by which they are estopped to deny the genuine- 
ness of the notes upon which the decree was based. 
The Appellate Court also dismisses the foreclosure 
bill filed below, the complainant in it being David

n The case of Harry Leon versus Frederick Gold- 
smith was affirmed. Herzog, Goldsmith & Frahk.

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SUBURBAN CONSTRUCTION COMPANY 
GETS INTO COURT, 


O. 8. Leeds Files a Bill Against the 
Company, Which Has the Contract 
for Building the Suburban Railroad 
—Charges Directors with Collusion 
in Making a Contract—Fight Is On 
in the Biscuit Trade—Aunual Meet- 
ing to Be Held Today, 


A bill asking for a receiver for the Subur- 
ban Construction company was filed in the 
Circuit Court yesterday afternoon, C. 8. 
Leeds, former President of the company; 
was the complainant, and in the bill, which 
had been prepared by W. B. Keep, charges 
of collusion are made regarding, a contract 
recently executed between the Suburban 
Construction company and the firm of Nau- 
gle, Holcomb & Co. Mr. Leeds charges the 
construction company, which is in effect 
the Suburban railroad company, abrogated 
a contract which he had made with Naugie, 
Holcomb & Co, for the construction of the 
road at an approximate aggregate cost of 
$800,000, and had made another contract for 
the same work, for which the contractors 
were to receive $1,250,000 in bonds and 
$1,100,000 in. stock of the company. He 
charges also that as a result of thie second 
contract being entered into the others in- 
terested in the Suburban Construction com- 
pany were given an advantage over him in 
that they were given a bonus in varying 
amounts. He charges under this new con- 
tract the following amounts have been given 
to people connected with the company, to 
which they are not rightfully entitled: 8. 
li. Shope, $10,000 as trustee and attorney’s 
fees; H. N. Cooper, Vice-President of the 
construction company, $87,500 in stock; D. 
B. Lyman, $8,700 in cash; Benjamin Starr 
of Richmond, Ind., $7,700 in cash; I. C. 
Stump of New York, $100,000 in stock; John 
C. Calhoun, New York, $50,000 inestock. 

The bill for a receiver also asks for an 
injunction to prevent the carrying out of the 
contract, and also to prevent officers of the 


company from disposing of any of its as- 


sets. It is the result of a bitter fight that 
has been waged in the Suburban Censtruc- 
tion company during the last nine months. 
C. 8. Leeds was the originator of the Sub- 
urban railroad, and he secured franchises 
from the villages lying west of Chicago as 
far as La Grange for the building of a sur- 
face electric road. Some New York people 
were brought into the scheme, and D. B. 
Lyman of Chicago became interested. The 
Suburban company was incorporated in 
May, 1895, and it made a contract with | 
C. S. Leeds for the building of the road, for 
which he was to receive $1,250,000 in stock 
and enough bonds up to $1,250,000 to build 
the road, After two and one-half miles of 
the road had been completed Mr. Leeds ar- 
ranged for the formation of the Suburban 
Construction company, and in April, 1896, 
the contract held by Mr. Leeds was as- 
signed to it. 


Claims Two Contracts Were Made 


According to the bill a contract was cade 
with the firm of Naugle, Holcomb & Co. in 
April of last year to build a through line from 
the terminus of the Metropolitan Elevated 
at West Forty-eighth street to the Town of 
La Grange, and also for the building of a 

ower-house. This firm agreed to plave 

800,000 of bonds at 90 with a stock bonus 
of not to exceed 20 per cent of the face value 
of the bonds. They were to receive $260,000 
for the work included in the contract, and 
a proportionate rate for the construction, 
which would have brought the total amount 
to be paid under the contract for completing 
the road up to $800,000. The bill asking for 
a receiver charges a second contract was 
made by the Suburban Oonstruction com- 
pany with Naugle, Holcomb & Co., on Nov. 
28, 1896, under which the contractors were to 
receive the full $1,250,000 provided for under 
the mortgage, and also for $1,100,000 of the 
stock of the company. Mr. Leeds asked that 
this be set aside by the court. Under the 
new contract made with Naugle, Holcomb & 
Co. that firm ts given the right to operate 
the road for two years after its completion. 
They were also given the right and are now 
operating the leased lines of the suburban 
company running to Austin, Oak Park, and 
Harlem. : 

The Suburban railroad has planned a main 
line from the Metropolitan terminus through 
the Towns of Morgan Park, Clyde, La 
Vergne, Berwyn, Riverside, and Grossdale 
to La Grange. Seven miles of road have 
beén completed out of a total of seventeen 
miles. A lease was made last summer with 
the Northern Pacific railroad under which 
the Suburban railroad securesfor fifty years 
at an annual rental of $20,000 the old line of 
the Chicago, Harlem and Batavia and the 
suburban line built as a part of the Northern 
Pacific system. The Suburban company is 
now operating these lines by steam, and is 
running trains to the Harrison street station. 
It is the intention to change these to electric 
lines, and tg operate them in connection 
with the Suburban railroad, connecting 
with the Metropolitan Elevated andthe Lake 
Street Elevated on inclined planes. 


Second Cut in Biscuit Prices. 


A second out of Ke to 10 in the price of 
crackers was made yesterday by the Ameri- 
can Biscuit company. The New York -Bis- 
cult company had previously made a cut 
following the first cut of the American Bis- 
cult company, and officers of the American 
claimed yesterday’s cut was only made to 
put their prices on a par with those of the 
rival concern. Officials of both corporations 
claim there is no war. To the outsider, how- 
ever, it would look as though the present 
situation is not far removed from war in the 
biscuit trade. The prices of the two con- 
cerns were supposed to be about on a par 
when the American made its first reduction. 
The New York Biscuit company met this re- 
duction and the American people claimed it 
cut under the reduced price of their com- 
pany. There was a meeting of the directors 
of the American Biscuit company yesterday, 
and after it was over it was announced 
there would be a still further reduction in 
price. Officers of the New York company 
say their cut was not below the prices of the 
American company, but that they will meet 
the cut of yesterday. 

There is something queer going on in the 
affairs of the two biscuit companies. Each 
side claims the other is the aggressor and 
denies any intention of bringing on a war in 
prices. Each side, however, seems willing 
enough to meet any decline made by the 
other. One peculiar feature of the situation 
is in the fact of the news of cuts reaching 
the other side by way of. brokers’ offices. 
There seems to be some purpose in the an- 
nouncements other than the ordinary com- 
petition which exists between rival con- 
eerns. Before officials of the New York Bis- 
cuit company had learned of the last move 
on the part of the American the matter was 
being freely discussed on the Stock Ex- 
change. 

Biscuit Stock Goes to 40. 


As a result the price of biscuit stock was 
hammered down again until it had touched 
40, the lowest quotation made during the re- 
cent decline. e opening sale was at 42, 
and after declining to 40 there was a re- 
covery to A and a close at 42. 

The annual report of the New York Biscuit 
company will be submitted to stockholders 
at 1 o’clock today, the hour set for the an- 
nual meeting.. It will shew profits for the 
year of $558,000, which is equal to 6.21 per, 
cent on the capital stock, and will show the 
floating debt of the company has been re- 
duced up to Dec. 31 to $770,000. A further 
report will be made showing there has been 
paid during the month of January an ad- 
ditional $50,000 of the floating debt, leaving 
the floating debt Feb. 1, $720,000.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Stocks Continue to Feel the Bear Ag- 
gresstohs, but-Not So Sharply. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 0.—The stock market con- 
tinued today to feel the influence of the bear ag- 
gressions on the industrial stocks, but the general 
list did not respond so sharply to this depressing 
effect, and railway shares held their own fairly 
well in the face of a market tending downward. 
That the market is largely given over to the in- 
dustrials is shown by the fact that considerably 
mare than half the total shares traded in were 
those of a few of the high priced industrials, and 
more than one-third of the sales were of Sugar 
stock alone. 

The movement resulted in a decline in Sugar of 
2%. Tobacco 2%, Rubber 2%, do preferred 2%, and 
Leather 1. All of these stocks suffered in com- 
mon from the continued effect of the legislative 
investigation of trusts still pending in this city. 
Sugar was also markedly affected by further re- 
ports from Washington that the protection on 
sugar was likely to be impaired by approaching 
tariff changes. Whatever affected Sugar imme- 
diately and markedly affected all the other in- 
dustrial stocks by sympathy. Tobagco was sold 
by inside interests. The trading even in these 
active industrial stocks was almost wholly pro- 
fessional and the market for other securities was 
Stagnant and seemingly waiting for developments, 
though of what is not clear to any, rver. It the 
waiting is for coming tariff changes, it is strange 
that only the properties which will be imme- 
diately affected by those changes are dealt in in 
any volume. With money a giut in the market, 
however, and speculation almost at. a standstill, 
it is certain that invesors are waiting for some de- 
velopments. There are signs today that some en- 
couragemeiit was felt over the general trade out- 
look and over the prospects for railroads. In spite 
of the depressing influence on the market of the 
drive at the industrials and the stagnation in the 
London market over the European politica! situa- 
tion, which might have been feflected here, the 
railway shares exhibited considerable firmness and 
even advanced fractionally early in the day.

AMONG THE BOOKS OF JHE DAY. 


Some of the Defects Observable in Mr. 
John D. Barry’s Novel, “ Made- 
moiselle Blanche.“ 


ILUTION is the fault 
that spoils John D. 
Barry's novel Mad- 
emoiselle Blanche 
(Stone & Kimball). 
If condensed into the 
space of two or three 
newspaper columns 
it would make a good 
short story, but 
stretched and padded 
to the length of a 
novel it is as. thin 
as the traditional 
church fair oyster 
soup. If the dilution 
were accomplished 


by means of the rich and piquant juices of 
a luxuriant imagination we might have 
patience in the search for the lone oyster, 
but Mr. Barry is an avowed realist and 
limits himself strictly to the use of warm 
water in the concocting of his literary soups. 

This use of the tepid water of average 
daily life is a part of Mr. Howells’ literary 
religion, so it would be sacrilegious to scoff. 
But there are pages and chapters in Mr. 
Barry’s book which arouse a suspicion that 
he has surreptitiously diluted the water 
itself. Surely Mr. Howells cannot counte- 
nance such an overzealous, not to say fanat- 
ical, application of his creed. It would al- 
mast seem advisable to put this new realist 
and his works into a condenser for a season 
in behalf of the fair name of realism. 

Apart from its thinness and its tendency 
to redundant analysis Mr. Barry’s novel is 
not bad, as realistic novels go. It shows 
life and love in a dark aspect, but that is 
no literary crime provided it be done in an 
interesting way. Perhaps some day, when 
Mr. Barry shall have learned that even in 
realistic story-telling it is best not to tell 
it all, he may be a very acceptable novelist. 
With even a modicum of literary reticence 
Mademoiselle Blanche would reveal a fair 
talent. 

The titie figure in the novel is a fascinating 


‘feminine acrobat who daily makes a plunge 


of seventy feet into a net. Jules Le Baron 
sees her, loves her, and wins her. Even Mr. 
Barry could not refrain from getting a little 
romanticism into his love scene, and this 
is the prettiest passage in the book. It is 
sad to see a conscientious realist forcing 
his hero down upon his knees to pop the 
question, but even a saint will lapse from 
his stern ideal in the demoralizing presence 
of Cupid. 

The characters and background of the 
story, of course, are French, though Mr. 
Barry happily has not thought it necessary 
to carry his realism in the direction of Zola’s 
muck heaps. It is a clean story Jules mar- 
ries the pretty and altogether unexception- 
able acrobat, chiefly, it seems, because she 
was the first woman he had ever seen do the 
trapeze act alone. As this is a realistic story, 
one suspects.that either Jules or Mr. Barry 
must have been rather unfamiliar with the 
circus and variety show to be so inexperi- 
enced. But it could not have been Jules, for 
we are told that he had been at circuses al) 
his life. 

After the marriage Jules becomes his wife's 
business manager, gives up his own work, 
and grows fat and lazy. 
Blanche as long as she does the daring feat 
that first dazzled him into admiration, and 
that now keeps him in champagne and semi- 
publicity. But after the birth of their child 
the great leap begins to be too great a strain 
on the mother’s nerves, and a haunting fear 
takes hold of her. An English woman inter- 
feres and a doctor announces that the daily 
leap and shock are injuring Blanche’s spine, 
so that in the end she is sure either to lose 
her nerve and be dashed to pieces or to die 
of the slow disease. : 

Of course, one knows from the beginning 
that the book is to end with the frightful 
death of the heroine. This robs the story of 
the interest of curiosity. Its rice-pudding 
realism deprives it of any great literary or 
artistic interest. The only source of interest, 
then, is its character drawing and the final 
dramatic touch. These are fairly well done. 
The extinction of Jules’ love when he finds 
that his wife can no longer do her daring act 
is portrayed in such a way as to give a good 
view of the man. 

Jules had been in love with his wife's per- 
formances and not with her. There is pathos 
in the wife’s discovery of this, and in her 
final determination to resume her leaps, pre- 
ferring to imperil her life rather than lose 
her husband’s love. One leap suffices to 
close the book and to fix the impression as 
to the murderous selfishness of the husband’s 
ambition. 

Mr. Barry’s work lacks color ani 
He ought to borrow George Meredith's pat-

Fresh Literary Notes. 


Dr. Hugh Maemillan has a new volume 
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Since his. release from the penitentiary 
three years ago Elder has been in business 
at No. 285. Michigan avenue and lived at 
No. 3855 Ellis avenue. Shortly after his re- 
lease from Joliet he applied to the Postoffice 
authorities to be allowed the use of the 
mails again, and Capt. Stuart and his sub- 
ordinates, having no wish to do anything 
savoring of persecution, granted his request. 
He began again the publication of various 
books which were to be sold by canvassers. 
The last work which he has handled is an 
elaborate volume entitled The Light of the 
World.” It is a religious book and is full 
of pictures of biblical events. 

Uses Mails for Fraud. 

The charges against Eider are that he 
used the mails for fraudulent purposes. His 
alleged present method of deceiving is 
identical with his modus operandi five years 
ago. According to this plan he advertised 
in the newspapers in almost all the States 
for eligible persons toact as superintendents 
of canvassers or as cashiers or especial 
agents of his’ various publications. All the 
applicants were solemnly assured that there 
would be no canvassing and that the salary 
would be at least $75 a month to start with. 

Elder was deluged with answers to his 
promises and had no difficulty in picking out 
those applicants who were most eligible.’ 
Correspondence between Elder and his 
victims would follow, the arrangements 
would be discussed, and Mr. Elder’s plans 
for separating the victim from his money 
would be elaborated. 

In some instances the applicants would be 
appointed general superintendents of the 
sale of the Light of the World ” ima certain 
State or group gf States. Their own work 
was to be the drilling of canvassers for the 
trials and hardships of peddling the Light 
of the World.“ 

The most important part of their duties 
and the one to which Elder the most fre- 
quently referred was to be the collection of 
$75 a month, which was to be their salary. 
Besides this the general agents were to be 
allowed traveling expenses.“ This was an- 
other feature to which Mr. Elder would refer 
thoughtfully once ih a while, and to the 
residents of Pokesville, Mo., or Tugglestown, 
Ark., who never had been outside of the 
county, ‘carried a cheerful suggestion of an 
opportunity to see a considerable part of the 
world. 

Other applicants, ambitious of starting 
life in a great city, would be appointed 
cashier of the home office in Chicago. In 
fact, there was a great range of pleasant, 
lucrative positions at Mr. Elder’s control 
which were warranted to suit almost every- 
body. 

Applicant Must Deposit $300. 

After all the important arrangements had 
been agreed to and the applicant was ready 
to begin work he would be quietly re- 
minded that owing to the great authority 
he was to exercise it was necessary that Mr. 
Elder be protected against the acts of un- 
principled persons by the deposit by each 
one of his agents of $300 in cash. Bonds 
furnished by security companies or even the 
putting of the money in the hands of big 
Chicago houses, who furnished a certificate 
of deposit and signed an agreement to turn 
it over to A. P. T. Elder if the person sup- 
plying the bond violated any article of his 
contract with Mr. Elder, would not do. 
There must be a cash deposit of 8300 with 
A. P. T. Elder in person and, if the applicant 
for a position couldn't raise the $300, he 
didn’t get the position. 

After the cash bond was furnished then 

was the time for Mr. Elder to begin to find 
out that he was deceived in employing the 
person who furnished it. A book of instruc- 
tions and an outfit worth $10 or $15 was 
furnished the new agent and he was in- 
structed to read it and, be careful to fullfil 
all the requirements of the position. The 
new agent usually found Elder’s promises 
about the work being light and pleasant was 
partially true, as beyond reading their book 
of instructions they never were asked to do 
much else. The fatiguing work of drawing 
their salary of $75 a month was spared them 
by Elder, who found some way of dischare- 
ing all presuming individuals who acted 
as if they thought they, were going to get 
their pay before the end of the second week. 
But Elder always kept the $300, and the 
victim had to be satisfied if his indignant 
employer did not demand a return of the 
instruction book and outfit case. 
* Elder’s plans were so carefully laid and his 
methods so adroit that the postal authorities 
say he put them to no end of trouble before 
they finally succeeded getting the evidence 
which they hope will prevent him from em- 
ploying any new agents or general superin- 
tendents of States and Territories for some 
time to come. 


Rose Cleveland a Victim. 

Before Elder was #rrested in 1891 he had 
succeeded in duping, among many others, 
Miss Rose Cleveland, the sister of the Presi- 
dent. Miss Cleveland was induced to come 
to Chicago to take the editorial manage- 
ment of one of the Elder publications called 
the Literary Life. It wasto bea monthly 
magazine devpted to the interests of women. 
Miss Cleveland found soon after her arrival 
thatthe Literary Life was more devoted 
to the interest of A. P. T. Elder than it was 
to women and that she had been duped. She 
at once returned to her home in the East 
and it is thought the incident had a good 
deal to do with the defeat of an attempt to 
secure a pardon for Elder, even before he 
began his turn in the penitentiary. Asit was 
he served his eighteen months’ sentence 
barring good time.“

For the year 1895 the assessment rate on each 
$100 at risk was 17 cents and the loss rate was 18 
cents. The number of risks in force was 34,491. 
an increase over the year preceding of 5.591. and 
the risks in force at the end of the vear were 
$111,735,151. an increase over the year preceding 
of $6,924,600. 

One township mutual fire company. one coun- 
ty wind-storm, and three district mutual cyclone 
or tornado companies were organized in 1896. and 
two township mutual fire insurance companies 
organized prior to 1886, reported to this depart- 
ment for the first time. The amount of losses in- 
curred in 1800 by county wind-storm companies 
was $321, by district cyclone and tornado comna- 
nies $199. 


“The law relating to distet mutual wind- 


storm, cyclone, or tornado insurance companies 
in 1808 provided that not exceeding ten counties 
might be included in any one district. Under this 
law have been incorporated up te this date five 
such companies, and an application is on fille louk- 
ing to the incorporation of another one. The Wis- 
dom of having a company of this character covér 
a large scope of territory is evident. A cyclone 
or tornado, while narrow in its path, vet in a single 
county may destroy property toa disastrous amount. 
and if the company was limited in territory to one 
county, or less, the resulting loss would bear too
